XKW  YOBK.  May  17.— A.  Barton  Hep- 
burn, chairman  of  the  executive  hoard  of 
the  Chase  National  Bank,  who  has  been 
hunting  big  game  in  the  Nairobi  dis- 
trict, and  who  arrived  home  yesterday, 
was  strongly  impres.sed  on  his  return  to 
Europe  with  the  great  prosperity  and 
business  activity  of  Great  Britain.

MllRS  TR.\PPED 


Sixti^HWen  Imprisoned  in  Ohio 
Colliery  Are  Found  Dead  by 
Rescue  Party — Four  Others 
Badly  Injured^ 


BELLE  VALLEY,  Ohio.  May  17.~One 
man  is  dead,  four  are  probably  fatally 
wounded  and  sixteen  tthers  entombed  a.<i 
the  result  of  two  explosions  tonight  in 
the  Imperial  Mine  of  the  Ogara  Coal 
Company,  a  half-mile  west  of  Belle 
Valley.  The  sixteen  men  caught  by  the 
first  explosion  are  imprisoned  a  male  and 
a   half,  from    the   entrance  of    the    mine. 

The  first  explosion  occurred  before  7 
O'clock  at  the  time  the  miners  were  en- 
gaged in  laying  a  new  track  under  the 
supervision  of  Harry  Dudley,  asHistant 
superintendent   of    the   mine. 

A  party  of  rescue  workers  who  pem^- 
trated  the  mine  for  a  mile  soon  after 
the  first  explosion  were  caught  in  the 
second  explosion,  and  one  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  party  was  killed. 

Physicians  and  nurses  were  rushed  in 
motor  cars  to  the  scene,  and  a  tempor- 
ary hospital  has  been  established  in  a 
miners'  boarding  house.  Mine  rescue  ap- 
parattis  In  charge  of  state  mine  Inspec- 
tors arrived  from  Columbus  shortly  af- 
ter midnight. 

The  dead  man  Is  Henry  Falrhurst, 
aged  26.  Those  believed  to  he  fatally 
hurt  are:  Clarence  Brown,  aged  30,  died 
of  burns  soon  after  being  rescued;  .Tohn 
Thompson,  aged  50,  severely  burned: 
Edgar  Davis,  aged  28,  severely  burned: 
Roy    Yager,    badly    burned    and    crushed. 

Twenty  miners  loft  the  mine  Just  a 
few  .minutes  before  the  first  explofdon 
occurred.

BELLE  VALLKY,  Ohio,  .May  1 8.— A 
rescue  party  which  iiad  forced  its  way 
to  that  part  of  the  mine  where  the 
miners  were  entombed,  returned  to  the 
mouth  of  tho  mine  at  2:30  this  morning 
and  reported  that  all  the  men  In  the 
mine   were  dead.

LONDON,  May  17. — A  suit  is  about  to 
he  brought  in  the  English  courts  to 
test  the  legality  of  the  pool  which  op- 
erated in  American  Marconis  a  year  ago 
— that  Is  to  say  at  the  time  Sir  Rufus 
Tsnacs,  David  Lloyd  George  and  the 
Master  of  Ellbank  bought  the  shares 
which  led  to  the  famous  Marconi  scan- 
dal. Another  object  of  the  suit  is  t(^ 
attempt  to  recover  for  the  innocent  in- 
vestors their  losses  In  the  stock,  which 
dropped  from  the  high  price  of  $20  a 
share,  at  which  many  of  them  bought, 
tf>  $5. 

The  charge  is  made  that  the  American 
members  or  the  pool  threw  the  150,000 
shares  they  held  on  the  London  mar-> 
ket  after  the  English  members  thereof 
had  rushed  the  price  to  $20,  and  that 
this  action  broke  the  market,  which 
thereafter  never  recovet>ed,  having 
fallen  steadily  since  the  American  mem- 
bers   of    the    pool    unloaded. 

An  advertisement-  is  inserted  in  The 
Morning  Post  by  Raymond  Radciifte, 
editor  of  The  Stock  Broker,  with  the 
object  of  forming  an  association  of 
stockholders  for  concerted  action.  Mr. 
Radcllffje  says;  "A  large  number  of 
the  neoplp  who  lest  money  in  the  gam-| 
bip  will  have  a  fair  chance  of  gettinsl 
their  money  back.  I  propose  to  put  the 
case  before  counsel  at  my  own  expense, 
and  if  the  opinion  given  is  satisfactory, 
I  will  call  a  meeting  of  Marconi  shares 
holders  with  a  view  to  taking  concerted 
action.  A  very  strong  feeling  exists  on 
the  subject  and  numbers  of  people  have 
written  asking  me  whether  something 
cannot  he  done  to  ohtatn  restitution  for 
the  money  lost  and  In  the  opinion  of  s{ 
\vell-known  firm  of  city  lawyers  there  is 
a  prima  facie  case  for  questioning  the 
legality  of   the  pool.

Mr.  McGregor  Young,  barrister,  of 
Toronto,  who  Is  counsel  for  tlie  Domin- 
ion Government  and  the  Indians,  is. ex- 
pected to  arrive  some  time  today.

Dr.  McKenna  was  naturally  reticent 
about  entering  into  a  general  discussion 
of  what  he  thought  the  commission 
might  accomplish  In  this  direction,  but, 
In  reply  to  the  question  of  how  he  con- 
templated being  able  to  reconcile  the  in- 
terests of  the  Indians  with  the  whits 
people  of  the  country  he  replied;  "With 
a  progressive  Indian  policy  following  the 
settlement  of  the  land  questions  by  this 
commission,  all  causes  of  friction  be- 
tween thp  white!"  and  Indians  should  dis- 
appear and  the  Indian  become.  In  a  rea- 
sonable time,  an  Important  wealth  pro- 
ducer in  the  country."

EMM  BRIGHTER 


Mr.  DrC,  Reid,  President  Island 
Investment  Co.,  Tells  of  Sit- 
uation in  London  — Some 
Pertinent  Observations. 

After  «lx  weeks  spent  In  London, 
Kngland,  studying  the  financial  situa- 
tion. Mr.  D.  C.'jReld.  president  of  the 
Island  Investment  Company,  Ltd.,  of 
this.  city,  returned  yesterday.  Mr.  Reld 
brings  a  mea^age  of  good  cheer  to 
Western  Canadians.  He  believes  that 
the  money  Btrlngency  which  has  been 
felt  throughout  the  Dominion  will  be 
materially  relieved  in  a  short  time,  and 
that  business  will  expand  to  an  even 
greater  extent  as  a  result  of  Its  mo- 
mentary   interruption. 

When  Mr.  Reld  first  arrived  at  Lon- 
don, he  was  surprised  to  find  the  con- 
ditions dlfterent  from  what  existed  a 
year  ago.  Coming  in  contact  with  many 
financiers  interested  in  "big  business," 
he  found  that  Canada  did  not  stand  on 
its  former  high  plane  as  a  field  for 
Investment.  He  discovered  that  the  im- 
pression In  ■  some  quarters  wAs  deep 
rooted  that  the  Dominion's  munlclpali- 
ties  were  going  beyond  the  line  of  pru- 
dence in   their  Imrrowlng. 

In  Mr.  Reid's  opinion,  while  unques- 
tionably there  has  been  some  justifica- 
tion for  the  development  of  such  a 
feeling,  .the  strength  oT  that  sentiment 
Is  rather  unjust.  Because  of  their  dis- 
tance from  the  country,  the  Old  Coun- 
try capital lats  have  no  true  or  proper 
conception  of  this  country's  phenomenal 
growth.  They  find,  it  Impossible  to  \m- 
derstand  the  insatiable,  though  legiti- 
mate, demand  for  funds  throughout  the 
West.  That  flourishing  cities  of  large 
population  should  spring  into  existence 
throughout  the  prairies  and  along  the 
Pacific  Coast  In  the  course  of  a  few 
years  is  almost  too  much  for  the  con- 
servative spirit  of  the  London  capitalist 
to    credit. 

Where  BesponslblUty  Bests 

On  the  other  hand.  Mr.  Reid  admits 
that  propositions  have  been  offered  Old 
Country  Investors  in  the  name  of  Can- 
ada, the  unsoundness  of  which  has  done 
great  harm  They  have  made  the  Brit- 
ish speculator  very  cautious.  To  re- 
gain this  lost  footing  should  be  the 
aim  of  the  Dominion's  financial  men, 
and  Mr.  Reld  thinks  that  some  systema- 
tic effort  should  be  made  along  that 
line. 

Not  only  has  the  Individual  company 
promoter  come  to  be  looked  at  with 
some  doubt,  but  the  bonds  of  American 
municipalities,  when  Mr.  Reld  started 
hi*  liivefltlKatlons,  were  not  being  taken 
up  with  the  keenness  of  twelve  months 
ago.  It  Is  pointed  out  that  the  situa- 
tion has  been  drte,  to  a  large  extent,  to 
the  uiicerl^iuty  of  the  relations  of  the 
Euroi>ei\n  Powers.  But  still  there  was 
the  feeling  that  some  muniolpalltles 
were  going  just  a  little  too  far  in  too 
short  a  space  of  time.  And  It  was  this, 
as  well  KB  the  Balkan  trouble  and  the 
c^hilnua]  possibility  of  Oreat  Britain 
becoming  embrolltHl,  that  led  to  the 
financial  din\c\i1ty  exp«t«enoed  every- 
whersL

Yesterday  we  had  an  account  from 
Mr.  R.  Marpole  of  some  of  the  things 
which  the  Canadian  .PacllVc  proposes  to 
do  on  Vancouver  Island;  a  few  days 
ago  we  had  a  dUpatch  telling  -what  Sir 
WlHIam  Mackenzie  had  to  say  about 
the  plane  of  the  Canadian  Northern  In 
British  Cohimbla,  a  short  time  before 
we  had  a  summary  of  what  .Sir  Thomas 
Shauighnessy  had  to  say  in  England  as 
to  the  plans  of  his  company  in  the 
whole  Dominion  and  especially  In  this 
Province.  Theae  statements  were  all 
full  of  intelligent  optimism  and  calcu- 
lated to  Inspire  a  feeling  of  hope  and 
confidence  in  others.  It  la  not  unfitting 
In  this  connection  to  glatice"  back  over 
a  few  years  io  the  time,  when  even  to 
the  moat  optimistic  of  ne  the  anticipa- 
tion of  progress.  In  the  Province  at 
large  and  A'ancouver  Island  eapeclally, 
seemed  like  Kopihg  against  hope.  .-\ 
depleted  treaoury,  a  large  overdraft  at 
the  bank,  the  Provincial  credit  fee*>le  In 
the  world's  money  market,  the  dis- 
couraging outlook  In  mining,  the  slow 
growth  of  population,  all  combined  to 
make  the  outlook  gloomy  and  to  Jus- 
tify the  pessimism  of  a  very  consider- 
able and  influential  section  of  the  com- 
munity. 

At  this  critical  time  what  was 
really  an  accident  of  politics  placed  Sir 
Kichard  McBilde  at  the  head  of  affairs. 
It  la  Interesting  to  recall  that  at  that 
time  a  prominent  member  tyf  the 
Laurler  ministry  expressed  the  belief 
that  It  was  a  good  t'llns  im  ti,  !,ib- 
erals  that  they  did  not  come  Into  power, 
for  he  Said  Mr.  McBridc,  no  matter 
what  his  ability  might  be,  was  bound 
to  fall,  because  he  would  have  to  face 
either  great  retrenchment  or  a  great  In- 
crease In  taxation,  and  either  of  these 
meant  political  disaster.  But  the 
youthful  Premier,  with  the  courage  of 
youth  and  that  firm  confidence  In  the 
Province  that  l.s  born  in  every  Ilrlt.lsh 
Columbian,  grasped  family  the  political 
nettle.  If  he  had  touched  It  glnKcrly 
it  would  have  "slung  him  for  Ms 
pains,"  but  as  Is  usually  the  cane  in 
politics,  boldne.18  won.  Having  re- 
stored the  Provincial  credit  and  laid  the 
foundations  for  a  great  revemie,  he  en- 
trred  upon  a  progre.mme  of  Provincial  de- 
velopment and  initialed  his  railway  and 
highway  policies.  It  Is  pafp  to  say  Wiat 
the  stories  which  the  gentlemen  above 
named  have  had  to  tell  would  have 
liei«n  very  different  If  It  had  not  been 
for  what  we  have  called  applied  .stat'is- 
manshlp  on  the  part  of  our  present 
Premier.  His  opponenis  and  critics 
mny  take  exception  to  some  of  the 
thing)!  he  has  done,  but  they  cannot 
deny  that  bis  administration  aynohron- 
l»ea  with  a  period  of  unexampled  ail- 
vancement,  and  tiiat  this  ha«  been  In 
very  large  measure  <fue  to  the  policies 
with  which  hie  name  will  reanatn  Iden- 
tified. 

One  thing  stands  out  conaplctiously. 
We  shall  soon  aea'  r^ompleted  a  new 
tranacontJnental  railway.  ^Next  year

The  world  la 
about  to  enter  upon  a  flood-tldiS  of 
prosperity.  I,ct  us  be  careful  not  to 
divert  the  stream  from  us  by  making 
claims    which    we   cannot    substantiate.

One  hundred  and  thirty  years  ago 
todliy.  the  flrat  vesaels  bringing  the 
United  Empire  Loyalists  from  New 
York  arrived  at  Parr  Town,  now  St. 
John,  N.E.  "jThfe  event  was  one  of  great, 
and  lasting  Importance.  Perhaps  It  is 
not  exaggeration  to  say  that  these  men 
and  Women  made  possible  the  British 
Empire  as  It  Is  today,  for  they  pre- 
vented the  absorption  of  the  Maritime 
Provinces  Into  the  newly-born  Hepublic. 
Why  did  they  come  from  rwhat.  In  very 
many  cases,  were  homes  of  comfort  and 
even  affluence  to  a  wilderness,  where  the 
conditions  of  life  wore  necessarily  hard? 
How  hard  they  were  only  those  who 
have  listened  to  'the  story  from  the  lips 
of  the  Loyaliats  themselves,  or  wiio 
have  heard  their  children  tell  of  what 
tholr  fathers  and  mothers  told  them, 
can  hope  to  tinderstand.  Among  them 
were  culttired  men,  refined  wom.»n  and 
delicately-roared  children.  Most  of 
tliem      had      it ;  ,     ,.  They 

had  !<pent  their  all  in  defence  of  what 
the  flag  represented  to  them.  Kngland 
was  far  away,  and  the  King's  Ministers 
were  slow  to  realize  what  sacrifices  had 
been  made  by  theae  brave  souls.  The 
Loyalists  had  no  historian  among  them. 
They  were  a  proud  company,  who  kept 
their  privations  to  themselves.  They 
knew  how  to  give  up  everytlilng  for  a 
principle;  they  knew  how  to  .suffer  with- 
out   comjilaint.

These  Indians  have 
the  right  to  spear  the  fur  seal,  and 
must  be  making  a  certain  .amount  of 
money,  as  one  wa?.  heard  to  refuse  $28 
for  a  skin.  The  following  figures  re- 
lating to  the  Clayoquot  rainfall  were 
given;  The  total  for  1912  was  118 
inches  against  90  inches  In  the  previous 
year,  and  for  the  Slimmer  months  the 
record  reads,  May,  J  inches;  June,  S 
inches;  July,  1  inch;  August,  4  Inches; 
September,  6  Inches. 

September  is  the  hottest  month  and 
the  hottest  day  was  July  17.  when  a 
temperature  of  85  degress  was  regis- 
tered. The  lowest,-  26  degrees.  was 
registered  on  January  7.  The  wet  in 
the  Winter  months  Is  accepted  by  the 
settlers  without  any  complaint  and  t'*; 
health  of  the  people  is  apparently  pv- 
cellent.  It  was  noticed  that  th 
much  less  moss  visible  on  tl.-  ■ 
than   In   the  vicinity   of  Vancouver. 

At  one  point  on  Long  Beach  the 
party  distinctly  heard  ih_p  singing  of 
the  sands,  though  previously  unaware 
that  this  phenomenon  occurred  there. 
The  Indians  afterwards  confirmed  the 
Incident,  but  put  H  down  to  spirit 
music  from   the  underworld.

great  influence  In  civic  affairs.  She,  too, 
Is  a  school  teacher,  and  Is  said  to  be 
the    most    '~  woman    In    Denmark. 

She  has  !■■  i  :  u-  year.s  a  councillor. 
She  Is  a  great  enthusiast  for  education. 
A  few  years  ago  she  made  a  tour  of  in- 
spection in  all  the  hig  to^i'ns  of  Hol- 
land and  Belgium,  and  brought  back 
piles  rtf  good  material  about  foreign 
ways  ,o'/  training.  When  her  money 
gave  out  she  did  the  s^'cond  h.alf  of  the 
tour  on  foot.  She  made  a  similar  tour 
in  Finland.  She  la  leader  of  the  Copen- 
hagen   reaciie   niovemeiJt. 

In  Cppenhagcn  ninety  per  cent  of  the 
women  who  are  municipal  electors  ex- 
ercise  their  privilege   of  voting. 

A  pamphlet  has  appeared  at  Copen- 
hagen on  "The  Beneficent  Hestllts  of  Fe- 
male Participation  in  Municipal  Affairs." 
It  shows  the  Rood  influence  which  wo- 
men hive  had  on  the  civic  affairs  of 
many  Scandinavian  towns.  In  towns 
where  women  are  active  in  municipal 
affairs.*  the  proportion  of  money  spent 
on  schools,  housing  reform,  children's 
gardens  and  other  useful  purposes  in- 
creases more  rapidly  than  In  towns 
Where  m*n  alone  do  the  governing 
Where  women  have  rtd  influence  the  pro- 
portion of.  non-productlye  expenditure 
sufh  as  expendlt-ure  on  salaries  and 
iilerlcal  work,  is  higher." 

It  Is  not  surprising  that  women  do 
u«6fui  work  as  municipal  cOuncUlorn 
So  much  of  the  business  of  a  city  cor- 
por«ltion  has  much  to  do  jWith'  cleanll- 
ne*«  and  the  education  and  the  car-' 
of  ".he  young.  In  these  things  as  well 
as  in  the  preservation  of  health  women 
have    the    keenest    Interest. 

In  thr  .^candln.Tvlan  countries  there 
i.s  the  be.st  of  feeling  between  men  and 
women  In  matters  of  polities  as  in  th 
management  of  the  home.  They  divide 
on  (|ue«tlnns  of  principle  but  there  Is 
no    opposition    on     the    ground     of    sex. 

This  was  very  evident  during  the 
visit  of  the  members  of  the  Interna- 
tional Congress  of  Women  four  yearn 
ago.  This  Is  doubtless  the  secret  of 
the  women's  entrance  Into  municipal 
legislation  In  the  northern  countries 
of  Europe.

There  must  be.  many  hundreds  of  wo- 
men In  Victoria  whoec  dftughtfrs  are 
at  work  In  the  city.  r>o  all  of  th^se 
approclfite  the  value  of  hospltnllty? 
'I'h'ir  rle^ighter.s  hnv-?  friendly  r-lations 
with  strangers  who  have  neither  icla 
lives  nor   friends  In  Victoria. 

.Many  such  mothers,  doubtless,  e.r,'  in 
utrnlghtered  circumetinccs.  Their  rooms 
^re  plainly  furn'shert  and  the  fare  on 
their  tables  Is  neither  i  ich  hor  dainty. 
Peihaps  the  clothes  of  the  younRer  diH- 
dren  are  not  as  neat  as   they  would   like. 

But  sucH  con.sldf rations  ouf;ht  not  to 
prev-ent  them  from  asking  strangfrs  to 
th.:lr  homes.  If  the  girls  are  true- 
hearted  they  will  greatly  appreciate  Ui - 
courte»y  rxiended  and  will  he  the  bet- 
ter for  the  sight  of  a  motherly  face  and 
a    breath    of    the    home    atmosphere. 

Such  case.s  are.  ho^\ever.  In  our  well-

FUNNY  EXPERIENCE 

Jimmy   Brltt,    Who    la   in   Victoria   This 

Week,  Belatea  How  He  Defeated 

a  Baal  Cbauipion 
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Jimmy  Brltt.  the  ex-champlon  white 
llghtwelgfit  pugilist  of  the  world,  who 
appears  at  the  Empress  Theatre  this 
week,  has  had  many  funny  experiences 
In  the  course  of  his  career,  but  the  one 
that  he  considers  the  most  humorous 
occurred  a  few  years  ago  In  a  smail 
town    in   Western    Canada.

day,  we  took  In  the  show.  At  the  con- 
clu.Tion  of  the  regular  performance  thfi 
manager,  of  the  company  announced  that 
he  would  give  $100  to  anyone  In  the 
audience  who  could  stay  four  rounds 
with  his  champion.  At  the  urgent  re- 
quest of  my  friends,  a.<9  no  one  else 
volunteered  as  a  contender  for  the  $100, 
X  volunteered  to  endeavor  to  stay  the 
required  length  of  time.  As  I  was  in 
great  condition  from  my  hunting  trip, 
the  statement  of  the  manager  that  he 
would  not  bo  responsible  for  any  In- 
jury tliat  I  received  was  very  amusing 
to  myself  and  my  friends,  as  my  Ident- 
ity was  unknown  In  those  part.«.  The 
gong  sounded  and  the  'champion'  made 
a  few  futile  swing.s  and  jabs,  which 
did  not  come  within  a  mile  of  me.  I 
retaliated  with  a  few  light  jabs  to  the 
face  and  body,  and  then  pretended  that 
I  was  the  rankest  kind  of  an  amateur 
and  merely  evaded  his  swings  and  hook.s 
by  a  little  sclentiftc  footwork,  and  did 
not  puni-sh  him  In  any  manner.

Oriental  Advices  Report  That 
Big  Steamship  Was  Detained 
at  Nagahatna  Station  After 
Arrival  on  Japanese  Coast, 


The  quarantine  hoodoo  still  continues 
to  dog  the  movements  of  the  transpa- 
cific steamship  Monteagl©  according  to 
the  latest  advices  from  the  Orient.  It 
is  reported  from  Yokohama  that  the  big 
four-masted  liner  upon  her  arrival  at 
the  .Tapanese  port  on  her  last  voyage 
from  Victoria  was  held  by  the  quaran- 
tine authorities  owing  to  another  case 
of  smallpox  having  broken  out  while 
the  vessel  was  en  route  across  the  Pa- 
cific. The  report  states  that  the  Mont- 
eagle  was  ordered  to  proceed  to  the  iso- 
lation station  at  Nagahama  for  thor- 
ough disinfection  before  she  was  al- 
lowed to  continue  her  voya.ge  to  Hong- 
kong. Two  patients  were  transferred  to 
tlie  ho.spltal  upon  the  arrival  of  the 
steamer  at  Yokohama.  , 

The  Monteagle  sailed  from  thKs  port 
on  April  17  with  a  large  passenger  list 
including  a  large  number  in  th^  saloon. 

It  was  only  on  her  last  inward  voy- 
that  the  Monteaglc  was  detained  at  Wil- 
liam Head  through  the  discovery  of  a 
cose  of  smallpox  among  the  saloon 
passengers,  and  as  a  result  over  600 
first  class  and  steerage  passengers  were 
helB  in  quarantine  for  the  regulation 
period.  By  this  time  the  officers  of  the 
Monteagle  are  quite  at  home  amid 
quarantine  surroundings  as  this  is  the 
third  time  the  vessel  bas  been  de- 
taified  In  slightly  oyer  a  year.

It  is  not  generally  known  that  Gap- 
tain  J.  C.  Richards,  master  of  the  Nip- 
pon Yusen  Kaisha  liner  Sanuki  Maru, 
(iue  to  leave  Yokohama  for  Victoria 
next  Wednesday,  replacing  the  Xnaba 
Maru  in  the  transpacific  service,-  was 
the  hero  of  a  thrilling  rescue  at  sea 
when  chief  officer  of  the.  steamship 
Akl  Maru,  and  for  the  bravery  he  ex- 
hibited on  that  occasion  was  honored 
with  the  presentation  of  a  medal  by 
the    Japanese    Government. 

Captain  Richards  is  one  of  the  few 
European  officers  left  in  the  service 
.if  the  Nippon  Yusen  Kaisha  line,  and 
j  It  is  about  three  years  since  he  was 
last  on  this  Coast.  He  was  born  in 
England  and  Is  of  Cornish  descent.  He 
has  been  in  the  employ  of  the  Nippon 
Yuson  Kaisha  for  several  years  and 
saw  service  under  the  Japanese  flao 
during  the  Russo-Japanese  war. 
Volanteared   to   SCau   Boat 

During  a  voyage  on  the  Aki  Maru  as 
chief  officer  he  volunteered  to  nfan  a 
boat  and  rescue  the  crew  of  a  ^nklng 
schooner  off  the  Japanese  C^ast,  at  the 
risk  of  his  own  life'  At  the  time  of 
this  Incident  the  Akl  Maru  was  bound 
from  Shanghai  to  Kobe,  when  a  Japan- 
ese schooner  was  sighted  frying  dis- 
tress signals.  A  terrible  typhoon  had 
been  sweeping  over  the  Japanese  Coast 
for  several  days  and  mo\mtalnous  seas 
were  still  running.  Chief  Officer 
Richards  was  on  the  bridge  with  the 
captain  at  the  time  the  vessel  was 
sighted.  The  captain  immediately 
called  for  a  volunteer  crew  to  man  a 
lifeboat  and  try  to  render  assistance  to 
the   striken    vessel. 

Although  it  seemed  that  a  .small  boat 
could  not  live  in  the  tremendous  sea 
that  was  running,  Chief  Officer 
Richards  intrpediatcly  stepped  forward 
and  asked  to  be  given  the"  command  of 
the  lifeboat.  Lifelielts  were  donned  by 
the  members  of  the  boat's  crew,  as 
they  expected  to  be  submerged  at  any 
minute,  and  the  small  boat  left  the  side 
of    the    ship. 

It  was  nearly  nightfall  when  the 
scliooner  was  sighted,  and  by  the  time 
the  small  boat  had  gotten  away  It  was 
dark  and.  to  cap  the  climax,  the  Inti- 
tern  taken  with  It  I'apslzed  and  went 
out,  so  that  those  aboard  the  steamer 
lost  all  track  of  the  rescue  Boat.  Un- 
daunted, the  sturdy  sailors  kept  on 
their  way  and  by  superhuman  efforts 
were   able    to   get   close    to    the   schooner. 

On  account  of  tne  high  seas  It  was 
impossible  to  get  along.^idc.  and  a  line 
was  passed  by  Chief  Officer  Richards 
to  the  schooner,  and  the  crew  of  six 
were   safely    hauled    aboard   the   lifeboat. 

The  rescued  men  were  In  a  terrible 
condition,  as  the  schooner  they  had 
been  rescued  from  was  loaded  with 
lime,  which  had  exploded  as  soon  as 
the  water  had  reached  the  cargo,  near- 
ly  scalding   them    to   death. 

The  distressed  schooner  had  sig- 
naled two  other  .".toamprs  previous  to 
the  .\krs  appearance  and  had  It  not 
been  for  Captain  Richard's  heroism,  the 
whole  crew   would  have  perished.

The  breast  stroke  Is  good  for  nothing 
only  to  say  you  know  It.  It  I.s  not  used 
In  racing,  long  or  short  distance.  It  i.s 
not  used  in  life-saving;  it  is  lacking-in 
grace,  speed,  and  does  not  possess  the 
hygienic  value  as  a  crawl  stroke.  It  fs 
mystifying,  complex,  and  only  permits 
of    Indhidual    instruction. 

We  find  from  statistics  applied  to, 
that  during  the  past  nine  months  7,000 
person.s  in  North  America  have  lo.«!t 
their  lives  through  drowning,  not  count- 
ing the  flood  victims.  .\gain  we  And 
that  only  IB  pel-  cent  of  the  inhabitants 
of  North  America  are  able  to  swim. 
There  is  less  money  spent  In  cducatlnK 
the  school  child  of  the  facts  pertaining 
to  aquatics  than  In  any  other  branch  of 
the   child's   education. .    AH   that  a  ohild 

should  be  thrown  from  a  boat  many  feet 
over  hl.s  head,  and  unable  to  swim.  The 
individual  learns  swimming  in  grammar 
schools  and  not  in  universities.  Age  ex- 
plains this  fact.  During  my  stay  with 
tho  sailors  of  the  United  States  navy  at 
Portsmouth,  Virginia,  and  Brooklyn. 
N.Y.,  again  having  to  handle  from  600  to 
2,600  *boys  every  week  from  the  public 
schools  In  the  T.M.C.A.  natatorlums,  in 
every  state  of  the  union,  and  in  ev^ry 
section  of  Canada,  for  the  past  four 
years,  I  am  in  a  position  to  know 
whether  we  should  start  our  acniaflc 
career  by  first  learning  th<>  crawl  stroke 
or  the  broad-stroke-on-brcast,  sailor 
fashion.  I  have  found  but  two  causes 
for  the  large  percentage  of  drowning 
accidents,  and  low  percentage  of  swim- 
mers. One  cause  is  due  to  the  fact 
•  that  the  water  in  this  country  Is  cold 
from  eight  to  nine  months  each  year, 
allowing  us  but  three  to  four  months 
each  year  practice  period.  The  second, 
and  most  direct  cause  is  due  to  swlm- 
wiing  instructors  themselves  Insisting 
u)ion  teaching  to  beginners  what  is 
known  a.-?  the  breast  stroke,  this  method 
of  propulsion  being  so  difficult  to  ac- 
quire that  the  average  person,  unless 
veiy   versatile,   gives   up   in   disgust. 

Six  Square  Ang-Ies. 

The  broa.'it  stroke  .'swimmer  has  six 
souare  angles  coming  agaln.<5t  the  wa- 
fer after  every  stroke..  (Note.)  As 
the  front  of  each  thigh  presses  down 
aprainst  the  water,  as  they  are  being 
drawn  up,  affords  two  square  angles; 
as  the  water  hits  the  front  of  the  thigh 
It  .-sweeps  around  and  strikes  the  back 
of  each  leg,  making  lour  .■'.quurr  angles, 
again,  as  the  two  arms  are  being  forced 
forward  under  the  water,  they  go  to 
mfcke  the  six  pquare  angles,  or  in  other 
^"•ords  the  breast  stroke  swimmer  has 
his  four  limbs  working  against  blm- 
fr>lf  after  each  .<itroke.  Again  the  draw- 
ing, up  of  the  knees  means  the  swimmer 
If,  propelling  i-.ls  body  through  a  chan- 
nel In  the  water  three  times  the  aizo 
of  his  body.  The  pupil  having  first 
acquired  the  breast  stioke  has  utterly 
ruined  bis  or  her  ability  as  a  speed 
swimmer,  as  the  breast  stroke  Is  antag- 
onistic to  the  sp<^pd  strokes.  For  In  no 
s',)eed  stroke  do  the  knees  ever  spread 
ajnrt,  nor  'io  the  toes  ttifn  out.  More- 
over, the  working  of  the  arms  and  legs 
pf  any  stroke  Is  only  elementary.  The 
b'tathlng  Is  always  the  advanced  stafe 
of  the 'strokes,  and  without  It  we  cannot 
swim  very  far.  Therefore,  It  is  thn 
brifis  of  the  art  of  swimming,  and  the 
brrast  stroke  does  not  permit  of  the 
swimmer  having  to  know  rhythmic 
breathing,  and  the  brenst  stroke  si^im- 
met  develops  the  habit  of  holding  the 
head  high  out  of  the  water.  This  type 
of  swimmer  drowns  the  first  opportu- 
nity he  gets,  and  thlw  opportunity  Af- 
fords when  the  waves  are  a  foot  bl|th. 
It  would  take  a  large  volume  for  m«' 
til  explain  the  faults  pertaining  to  th* 
broad  stroke  on  the  breast  stroke,  and 
why  It  should  not  be  taught  to  begin- 
ners. 

■yatera  of  Taaehlair. 

The  system  of  teaching  the  erawl 
stroke  that  we  have  used  durins  the 
past  four  years  enables  ona  instructor 
to  handle  a  class  of  forty  boys  In  a 
pool  30x60  feet  every  twenty  minutes,

The 
th'ghs  never  at  any  time  come  up 
against  the  water,  neither  should  the 
back  of  th*  leg.  The  motion  is  the 
same  as  used  In  running,  only  the  sys- 
tem is  short,  quick,  steps.  The  feet 
shciuld  never  pass  one  another  furt',r?:r 
than  sixteen  Inches  apart.  Havinu 
learned  to  hold  the  arms  out  away  from 
the  body,  the  beginners  turn  the  head, 
and  work  the  feet  up  and  down.  Next 
the  boys  learn  rhythmic  breathing.  This 
means  to  breathe  in  through  the  rnoxilli 
when  the  head  is  turned  as  the  left 
arm  is  coming  out  of  the  water,  and^ 
exhale  out  through  the  nose  under  wa- 
ter, as  the  right  arm  comes  out  of  the 
water.  This  Is  the  only  way  air  can 
be  taken  in  whMe  swimming,  aS  the 
water,  being  around  the  nose,  would  be 
drawn  into  the  head;  -' Holding  the 
htad  out  of  the  water  Is  the  cause  of 
thousands  of  drownings.  When  the 
head  Is  held  out  of  the  water,  every 
muscle  in  the  body  must  be  tensed  in 
order  to  hold  it  there.  Tensing  the 
muscles  shut  the  blood  frorn  them  and 
they  tire  out  quitkly.  At  the  end  of 
th*>  hoy's  last  lesson  he  Is  given  a  test 
to  see  bow  far  he.  can  swim  unaided. 
Speed  and  Oraoe. 
The  crawl  stroke  has  simplicity, 
speed,  hygienic  value,  grace  and  utility, 
to  recommend  it.  Everj*  motion  Is  a. 
natural  motion,  whereby  the  swimmer 
crawls  with  his  arms  and  runs  with  his 
legs.  No  part  of  the  arm  or  legs  com©; 
against  the  water  at  any  time.  The 
body  is  long  and  narrow  and  the  swim- 
mer goes  far  and  fast  with  every  pull 
of  the  arms  and  push  of  the  feet.  Then,, 
thr  body  Is  at  all  times  oft  the  horizon- 
tal plan  plan,  and  a  body  being  on  this, 
level  will  float,  and  a  floating  body  weighs 
nt'lhing.  Therefore,  the  crawl  swimmer 
ufes  absolutely  no  muscle  to  hold  him 
on   the   surface  of   the  water. 

To  be  at  home  in  the  water  means  to 
overcome  that  distressing  feeling  when 
the  face  gets  under  water.  This  is 
overcome  by  learning  to  blow  the  air 
out  of  the  note  while  under  water.  I 
use  water  wings  to  enable  the  pijpll  to 
centre  h.fs  mind  upon  detail.  The  Ay- 
vad  water  wings  are  the  only  kind  the 
boys  cannot  pull  to  pieces.  There  is  no 
lead  valve  to  bite,  and  they  are  made 
to  fit   the   body. 

The  life-saving  strokes  are  neither 
the  Australian  crawl,  the  Kngllsh  over- 
arm, nor  the  breast  stroke,  but  the  side 
uiider-arm  and  the  broad  stroke  on  thi 
back,  as  well  as  the  feat  of  being  abl<(  i 
to  scull  strong.  As  oti  aid  to  these 
life-saving  motions,  the  feat  of 
rhythmic  breathing,  may  even  rank  su- 
perior In  preventing  death  by  suffocl- 
tlcn,  for  the  person  who  breathes  right 
In  the  wafer  would  have  to  freeze  or 
starve  to  death,  but  could  not  choke  or 
smother.  These  so-called  expert  swim- 
mers who  drown  do  not  meet  their 
death  as  a  result  of  cramping,  but  sim- 
ply choke  to  death  on  the  surface,  and 
then  sink.  Those  little  choppy  wavelets 
Jumping  into  the  face  and  nose  are  met 
by  the  habit  of  breasting  the  waves, 
which   Is  the  wrong  way.

What 
has  often  been  characterized  as  the 
"Cavalry  of  the  Air,"  but  which  in 
reality  will  have  about  the  same  re- 
lation to  the  big  Zeppelin  "Dread- 
noughts" that  the  torpedo  boats  .nnd 
destroyers  have  to  the  naval  battle- 
Bhlps,  win  be  the  "aerial  flotillas"  of 
aeroplanes. 

While  Engldnrt  end  Trance  have 
laid  greater  stress  and  devoted  their 
best  enerKy  to  the  "mosquito  alr- 
crafta,"  Germany  places  its  greatest 
reliance  upon  the  Zeppelins  which 
have  now  been  developed  to  the  point 
where  they  can  remain  forty-eight 
hours  in  the  air,  have  a  speed  of  flfty- 
-mlles  an  hour,  can  dash  into  the  teeth 
of  a  pretty  strong  galo  and  have  a 
radius  of  action  of  300  miles.  Ger- 
many, however,  is  not  neglecting  its 
"aeroplane  flotilla."  recognizing  in 
these  craft.s  a  valuable  ally  ti>  the 
aerlnl    hnttleshlps. 

Paraonn*!  of  Organization 
The  new  aerial  organizations  havn 
been  given  the  name  of  "Airship  Bat- 
talions" for  the  Zeppelins  and  "Fly- 
ing Batialiona"  for  the  aeroplano.s.  The 
perHoiintl  of  the  two  orfranizatlons,  in- 
cluding officers,  noucommisKtonert  of- 
ficers and  privates,  i.s  placed  at  1,435. 
Aboiit  two-thirds  of  the  alrcrafts  of 
both  kinds  will  be  .  kept  in  active  ser- 
viiJe  and  the  remainder  held  In  reserve. 
ThV-  average  lift-  of  an  airship  Is 
placed  at  four  years,  and  the  cost  of 
the  latest  models  built  by  Zeppelin  has 
bf-en     appioximately     |1'50.000. 

There  will  be  five  "Alr.«;hlp  Bat- 
talions" of  two  and  three  companies 
each.  (  The  central  airship  station 
probably  will  be  Berlin.  The  other  places 
where  Zeppelins  will  be  stationed  are 
Hanover,  Cuxhaven.  Cologne.  Mann- 
helm,  rXiK&eldorf,  Dresden.  Darmstadt, 
Metz.  Goenigsberg,  Ora\jdenz  and  Sch- 
nfldemuhl.  .MI  stations  and  airships 
will  be  In  touch  w'»h  general  airsliip 
headquarters  at  Berlin  by  wireless. 
The  aeroplanes  are  to  be  assigned  to 
fix  stations  at  Btrategitt  centres,  with 
A  "home"  or  "mother  elation-'  as  the 
seventh.

able that  the  district  should  be  pro- 
vided with  a  church  of  Its  own,  which 
was  accordingly  done,  and  the  present 
church  of  St,  Saviour  was  consecrated 
by  Bishop  Hills  on  Whlt-Tuesday,  May 
16,  1891.  The  bishop  was  assisted  on 
that  memorable  occasion  by  the  rec- 
tor. Rev.  W.  D.  Barber,  Rev.  Canon 
Beanlands,  although  he  had  not  then 
attained  that  dignity.  Rev.  G.  W.  Tay- 
lor, distinguished  not  only  as  a  clergy- 
man, but  as  a  scientist,  who  died  at 
Oyster  Bay  iaslS  year,  and  Rev.  Mr. 
Kingham.  Rev.  Mr.  Barber  held  his 
charge  for  some  fourteen  or  fifteen 
yeari^.  v.  hen  he,  resigned  on  account  of 
Ill-health.  ;  He  was  succeeded  by  Rev. 
Canon  Cooper,  who  left  for  the  Old 
Country  about  two  years  ago,  being  ap- 
pointed vicar  of.  St.  Botolph's,  Lincoln, 
one  of  the  oldeet  churches  In  the  king- 
tJom, 

He  In  his  turn  was  succeeded  by  Rev. 
Robert  Connell,  the  present  rector,  who 
iiiiived  here  two  years  ago  last^^^bru- 
ary  from  Gilroy,  Cal..  where  he^  had 
been  working  for  several  years.

Connell  was  no  stranger  to  Victoria, 
however,  for  he  had  beaji  here  before.

1895,  and  as  frieat  a  year  later.  H- 
vvorkc  1  in  the  dicccse  of  Calgary  until 
h'    left   for    Victoria.

For  many  years  .St.  Saviour's  wa.i  tiie 
Garrison  church,  aa  may  be  seen  by  the 
brass  tablet  which  hangs  on  the  wall 
of  the  transept  comniemoratlng  thro 
n^en  who  were  drowned  by  the  upset- 
ting of  their  boat  In  the  Royal  Roads, 
.September  26,  1901.  the  tablet  being 
placed  there  to  their  memory  by  ih.^- 
Garrison    at    Bsnuimalt. 

The  fact  that  the  garrison  worshipped 
tiiere  served  of  cour.«>e  as  a  magnet  t.) 
draw  many  people  fi^om  nil  parts  of 
tue  c-lty  to  St.  Saviour's.  The  transept 
of  the  church,  which  will  accommodatr 
about  a  hundred  people,  was  put  In 
si^eclally  for  the  convenience  of  the 
soldiers,  and  often  as  meny  as  150  men 
In  scarlet  uniforms  would  file  Into  the 
church  on  Sunday  morning,  attended  by 
the    Garrison    hand. 

But  when  the  Imperial  troopa  wer:> 
withdrawn  frorji  the  Garrison  some  fi\-c 
or  six  years  ago  the  number  of  Cana- 
dian soldiers  left  dwindled  down  to 
such  a  scanty  handful  that  It  was  fin- 
ally decided  that  It  would  be  better  for 
them  to  cart  in  their  lot  -with  their 
naval  brethren  and  worship  at  St. 
Paul's.  K.'riulmalt,  which  has  been  their 
practice   tver   since. 

St,  Saviour's  Is  quite  a  large  church, 
with  seating  capacity  for  three  hundrea. 
nev.  W.  Baugh  Allen  will  preach  at  this 
morning's  servios,  and  the  rector.

Professor  G,  A,  Reisner  Reports 
From  Egypt  That  He  Has 
Discovered  Great  Series  of 
Temples  in  Body  of  Monster.

"I  would  like  to  call  attention  to  the 
splendid  beginning  that  tj»-i  Borden  Gov- 
ernment is  making  in  the  Jcarrylng  out 
of  promises,  and  especially  of  promises 
to  British  Columbia.  The  references  I 
have  already  made  are  examples  of  this, 
but  I  would  refer  in  addition  to  the  com- 
missions recently  created  In  the  matter 
of  the  Indian  reserves  and  the  applica- 
tion of  the  Province  for  better  terms 
financially. 

"The  Indian  Commission  is  already  at 
work,  and  It  has  a  huge  task  before  It, 
there  being  no  less  than  about  eleven 
hundred  reseri'fis  In  the  Province,  all  of 
which  will  have  to  be  Visited  In  order 
to  ascertain  which  should  be  withdrawn 
from  the  Indians  and  thrown  open  to  the 
public.  The  expectation  is  tliat  a  large 
proportion  of  the  reserves  will  be  rc- 
t  leased:  and  as  It  Is  well  known  that 
thc.ie  occupy  the  host  locations  In  the 
vicinity  of  the  chief  centres  of  white 
settlement,  and  that  nearly  everj'  reserve 
consists  of  the  finest  agricultural  land 
to  be  found  in  Us  vicinity,  it  will  be 
seen  that  a  large  area  of  land  will  he 
made  productive  as  the  result  of  the 
work  of  the  committee.  Two  members 
of  the  better  terms  commission  have 
already  been  appointed,  and  as  soon  as 
the  third  is  chosen,  they  will  begin 
tlxeir  labor  upon  this  vexed  question. 
Let  us  hope  that  the  result  will  be 
quite  satisfactory  to  the  people  of  our 
Province  and  that  this  question  will  be 
forever  reser\«»d  from  the  political 
aretena. 

British  Columbia's  Minister 

"1  mu«t  not  close  witliout  a  few  words 
of  personal  reference  to  our  own  Mln- 
later,  the  Hon.  Martin  BurrsU.  His  bill 
appropriating  ten  million  dollars  for  the 
improvement,  of  conditions  governing 
aKrIculture  has  hcen  one  of  the  features 
iif  the  s«ssion.  and  Mr.  BurrcU  has  bt-en 
warmly  C(jngrntnlat«>d  In  the  house  by 
Liberals  as  well  as  b.\-  his  own  party, 
for  the  foresight  and  enterprise  he  has 
shown  In  this  connection.  Ho  has 
shown  a  disposition  to  lift  his  depart- 
ment out  of  the  rut  Into  which  it  had 
slipped,  and  we  from  British  Columbia 
tnlte  pride  in  the  fact  that  one  of  our 
own  members  Is  making  this  good  name 
for  himself. 

"Onlrig  to  Ottawa  as  a  n«w  member 
this  session,  1  wns  pleased  to  find  that 
a  <'lnBcr  view  did  not  remove  the  Im- 
pression we  had  formed  at  a  distance 
that  we  have  very  capable  representn- 
tinn  indeed  from  this  Province,  and 
that  our  members  rank  with  the  best  in 
the  House.  Perhaps  It  Is  because  of  the 
happy  f.act  that  we  get  along  so  well 
with  our.«;elves  that  we  are  regarded  as 
a    force    to   be   reckoned    with   at   Ottawa.

Repbrts  of  enormous  deposits  of  sU- 
ver-lead  in  the  vicinity  of  Fort  Resolu- 
tion, a  post  for  the  Hud.«!on's  Bay  Com- 
pany and  other  fur  traders,  have  drifted 
into  lidmonton  at  various  times  during 
the  last  few  years,  but  until  this  time 
the  new  field  did  not  attract  the  atten- 
tion of  experienced  operators.  Samples 
of  ore  brought  to  Hdmonton  and  as- 
sayed at  several  laboratories,  includ- 
ing the  testing  department  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Alberta,  show  a  high  percent- 
age of  lead  and  silver  in  commercial 
quantities. 

The  only  obstacle  to  mining  in  the 
district  now  Is  the  matter  of  transport- 
ation. The  Canadian  Northern  Railway 
Company  has  a  Sine  to  Athabasca  Land- 
ing, 96  miles  from  Edmonton  and  the 
Edmonton,  Dunv^gan  and  British  Col- 
umbia Railway  Company  is  building  a 
line  to  the  north  Pacific  coast  by  way 
of  Grouard.  at  the  head  of  the  LesSer 
Slave    lake. 

To  Thoroughly  Explore 

•We  arc  prepared  to  make  a  thor- 
ough exploration  of  Alberta's  hinter- 
land," Mr.  White  said,  "and  we  shall 
make  a  determined  effort  to  ascertain 
the  extent  of  the  mineral  resources  of 
the   north   country."  ,   , 

Mining  men  who  are  acquainted  with 
Mr.  White's  operations  say  that  If  the 
ore  exists  in  quality  and  quantity  aa 
frequently  reported  a  now  era  will  be 
opened  In  the  development  of  a  district 
that  until  the  present  time  has  been  for 
a  century  the  stamping  ground  for  fur 
hunters  and  Indians,  also  that  a  deflnate 
statement  from  him  as  to  the  merit  of 
the  resources  will  be  accepted  In  the.

He  Is  a  heavy  stock- 
holder in  the  Slocan  mine,  which  has 
paid  millions  of  dollars  In  dividends 
and  is  still  regarded  as  one  of  the  most 
valuable  silver-lead  properties  In  the 
Dominion.  He  was  also  heavily  Inter- 
ested in  the  MoUle  Gibson  mine,  near 
Nelson,  which  property  he  manager^ 
successfully  up  to  the  time  It  was  ac- 
quired by  the  Consolidated  Mining  and 
Smelting  Company.  His  present  hold- 
ings are  In,  the  Bayonne  properties  in 
the  Ymlr  camp  and  mines  In  the  Kootc- 
nay  district. 

New  Aspect   OlTen 

Speaking  of  the  silver-lead  mining 
situation'  in  Canada,  Mr.  W'hite  said

foiind.  The  .enthusiastic 
if'|#iSfi|^«(or  dtig  at  the  caked  sand 
with  hand  and  knife  to  find  that  it 
yielded  to  his  eager  fingers.  It  was  not 
hard,  but  hard  enough  to  withstand  the 
energy  of  the  excavator.  After  his  first 
examination  he  secured  the  right  to 
excavate  Into  the  Sphinx  itself — no  easy 
task,  for  the  Egyptian  (government  is 
none  too  ready  to  grant  the  precious 
right— and  then  his  great  task  was 
really  begun,  for  it  Is  most  dlfllcult  to 
secure  workmen  who  will  labor  at  the 
dominating  genius  of  the  desert  re- 
vered by  them  and  their  ancestors  for 
so  many  generations  passed.  One  by 
one  he  bribed  and  hired  a  few  of  the 
least  superstitious  of  the  fellaheen,  and 
the  work  went  oh  all  too  slowly  for  his 
energy. 

At  last  the  sand  and  blocks  that  had 
been  placed  at  the  opening  or  drifted 
in  were  removed  and  the  explorer  found 
himself  In  a  Chamber  sixty  feet  long  and 
fourteen  feet  wide,  which  constituted  a 
little  temDle  cojjiplete  In  itself,  yet  con- 
necting through  a  tunnel  running  down 
the  neck  with  a  far  mightier  temple 
occupying  the  entire  body  of  the  mon- 
ster. As  any  Egyptologist  would  ex- 
pect, the  temples  are  dedicated  to  the 
sun,  for, that  was  always  the  great  de- 
ity of  the  E.syptlans,;  The  Sphinx  It- 
self Is  BO  placed  as  to  face  the  rising 
sun,  the  outward  smmbol  of  what  lay 
within.  The  head,  to  judge  from  the 
description  sent  out  by  Dr.  Reisner, 
must  have  been  the  "holy  of  holies"  of 
the  great  temple  below. 

The  main  temple  Is  comparatively 
spacious,  extending  even  below  the  body 
Of  the  Sphinx,  itself  filled  with  columns, 
engraved  In  ancient  figures  and  adorned 
with  gold  and  figures  of  the  gods.  As 
an  Inclined  plane  leads  from  the  head  to 
the  great  Temple  of  the  Sun  below,  so 
other  planes  extend,  first  to  the  pyra- 
mldlal  tomb  of  Menes  himself  and  then 
to  the  tombs  of  other  kings  of  the 
dynasty.  These  all  remain  to  be  ex- 
plored, constituting  an  enorrnous  field 
for  exploration.  In  addition  to  tlic 
tombs  Professor  Reisner  is  quoted  as 
saying  that  other  planes  lead  to  a  great 
subterranean  city  which  probably  was 
once  inhabited  but  has  been  burled  in. 
the  sand  so  long  as  to  be  absolutely 
forgotten.  He  suggests  that  the  Tem- 
ple of  the  Sun  will  prove  to  be  a  golden 
temple,  probably  very  much  like  the 
Temple  of  Holomon  In  which,  according 
to  the  Bible,  the  entire  walls,  floors  and 
ceilings  were  overlaid  with  pure  gold. 
Temples  covered  with  pure  gold  have 
genera^ly  been  rifled  before  one  gets 
Into  them  but  this  present  discovery 
seems    to    hold    remarkable    possibilities.

DubNn  and  Belfast  Citizens  in 
Revolt  Against  the  Constant 
Increase  of  Salaries — Tax 
Rate  Raised. 


nUBIilN.  May  17. — Dublin  and  Bel- 
fa«i,  the  two  leartlnR  cities  in  Ireland, 
are  up  In  arms  over  the  extra%apanee 
of  the  -city  fathern,  and  the  ritlzens  are 
threatenlnir  an  Invcsttgration  Into  the 
Kro-wlnK  cost  of  municipal  administra- 
tion. 

So  far,  there  are  no  direct  oharge.s  of 
"graft,"  and  It  is  unlikely  that  any

This  has  not 
been  enough  for  the  Citizens'  Associa- 
tion, however,  for  It  has  appointed  a 
committee  of  its  own  to  investigate 
the  whole  question  of  municipal  ex- 
,  pfirtditure  and  ,  report  within  .  three 
months.  There  is  talk  also  in  Belfast 
of  demanding  a  Local  Govemmertt 
poard  investigation.  This,  however.  Is 
r.n  extreme  step,  and  Is  seldom  taken 
unless  there  Is  reason  to  suspect 
actual  graft. 

reeling  Buns  High 

In  Puhlin.  public  feeling  Is  almost 
ns  high,  although  it  has  not  yet  crys- 
tallized in  action,  as  In  Belfast  It  is- 
announced  that  .  the  corporation  pro- 
po.'^es  to  increase  the  "rates"  or  local 
taxes,  for  the  coming  year  by  11  cents 
in  the  »5.  The  rates  are  levied  In  thi|; 
country  on  the  rental  value,  and  not 
on  the  capital  value  of  real  estate,  as 
In  most  American  cities.  They  now 
stand  at  something  like  %2.^<i  In  the 
$5.  tt  Is  impossib'>  to  give  the  exact 
figures,  as  they  vary  In  dlffer?nt  wards, 
hut  $2.50  Is  a  fair  average  This  means 
that  a  householder  in  Dublin  must  pay 
his  rent  and  then  50  per  cent  more  in 
rates.  The  tax  rate  has  been  steadily 
growing  for  the  last  ten  year*,  and 
what  makes  the  matter  worse  Is  that 
the  valuation  has  been  growing  at  the 
t:amo    time. 

Since  1S02  the  valuation  of  the  city 
has  Increased  by  about  $7Sri,000,  and 
the  increase  In  valuation  for  191. 1-14 
over  last  year  would  produce  an  addi- 
tional revenue  of  *SO.O00  without  the 
?ddition  of  a  cent  to  the  tax  rate.  In 
other  words,  if  the  expenditure  had  re- 
mained the  same,  the  rate  could  have 
been  reduced  4  cents  in  the  $5  Instead 
of  being  increased  by  It  cents.  The 
total  municipal  expenditure  of  Dublin 
in  1903  was  $l.R25,n60.  while  the  esti- 
mated expenditure  for  next  year  is 
42.439.500. 

The  analysis  of  the  estimates  pub- 
lished does  not  show  clearly  what  the 
cause 'of  the  increase  in  expenditure  is. 
but  it  is  understood  that  It  is  due  al 
most  entirely  to  increased  salaries. 
Thus,  the  Hospitals  Board  is  to  get 
II 6,000  more  than  last  year,  although 
there  is  no  reason  to  believe  that  its 
wo'rk  will  he  increased  at  all.  Most  of 
the  $10,000.  it  is  said,  will  go  In  raises 
Of  salary  to  the  hospital  officials.  The 
public  health  committee  is  to  have 
$9,000,  and  the  street  cleaning  depart- 
ment $18,000  more,  although  there  are 
no  more  streets  to  be  cleaned.  No  one 
de-nies  that  the  streets  could  be  better 
clMned.  but  no  one  expects  that  they 
will  be.  and  it  is  generally  believed 
that  the  $1S.OOO  will  mean  higher  pay 
all  around  for  the  street  cleaners  and 
the  department  offlclals.  One  need 
hardly  say  that  these  men  are  now 
paid  more  than-  men  doing  aimilar  work 
for    contractors    and    private    employers. 

So  f».r  no  action  has  been  taken  by 
the  Dublin  citir-ens.  and  It  Is  doubtful 
If  such  drastic  action  will  be  taken  ns 
In  Belfast.  Tt  is  easier  for  the  citizens 
of  Belfast  to  acK  in  such  a  matter,  for 
Belfast  Is  much  more  homogeneous  in 
pOliUcs  th*n  Dublin.  Practically  all 
the  well-to-do  cltixens  of  Belfast  aro 
Unionists,  and  with  one  or  two  excep- 
tions the  corporation  Is  Unionist,  too. 
ao  that  there  is  no  suspicion  of  politi- 
cal motives  when  the  municipal  admin- 
istration Is  attacked.  In  Dublin  a 
large  proportion  of  the  well-to-do  cltl- 
serts  are  Unionists,  while  the  corpora- 
tion Is  almost  solidly  Nationalist,  and 
ajny  attack  on  the  corporation  by  a 
committee  of  Unionist  business  men 
#({u1d  be  suspected  at  once  on  the 
score  of  politics.  Tn  the  face  of  the 
relations  now  existing  between  the  Na- 
tionalist party  and  the  English  Liberal 
Government,  it  might  «v*n  be  impossible 
to  get  the  Local  Government  Board  to 
act  If  It  were  called  on  to  do  so  by  the 
.    cltlaens. 

i'he  result  is  that,  while  Belfast  has 
sutcee<led  In  putting  a  check  on  the  ex- 
travaganea  of  her  rulers,  Dublin  will 
probably 'have  to  grin  anil  bear  It  until 
an  Jrlah  Local  Government  Board  can 
take  hold  of  tho  aituation  without  fear 
or  favor.

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(HOSE  who  have  not  had  the  op- 
portunity to  make  a  personal 
visit  to  the  beautiful  country  of 
the  Colwood  district,  where  will 
be  established  the  Country  Club 
for  which  Mr.  J.  A.  Sayward  axid 
other  prominent  Victorians  are 
responsible,  will  obtain  a  fairly 
good  idea  of  it  from  the  accom- 
panying series  of  views.  The 
Colonist  was  fortunate  in  obtain- 
ing these  from  Mr.  J.  P.  Babcock, 
Provincial  Fisheries  Commis- 
sioner, who,  besides  being  an  ar- 
dent golfer,  is  an  enthusiastic  and  a  successful 
amateur  photographer. 

Mr.  Sayward  and  those  interested  with  him 
are  losing  no  time  in  carrying  out  their  plan 
of  converting  the  240  acres,  glimpses  of  which 
are  shown  herewith,  into  an  exceedingly  pic- 
turesque suburban  sporting  centre.  Al  the 
time  of  writing,  it  is  not  possible  to  relate  in 
detail  how  it  is  intended  to  lay  out  the  prop- 
erty. The  promoters  are  anxious  that  the  very 
best  possible  use  may  be  made  of  the  natural 
advantages  of  the  land,  and  so  they  are  not 
making  undue  haste  in  deciding  on  the  general 
design  of  the  country  home. 

Himself,  as  well  as  those  associated  with 
him,  being  unqualified  enthusiasts  where  golf 
is  concerned.  Mr.  Sayward  already  has  made 
preparations  for  indulgence  in  that  pastime  on 
the  new  grounds.  It  was  annouriced  some  days 
ago  that  a  nine-hole  course  has  been  under  way 
for  several  weeks.

They  are  busy  on  it  now,  and  will  'be 
kept  on  the  job  until  a  course  as  complete  as 
that  of  the  Victoria  Golf  links  i.s  ready  for  ser- 
vice. 

With  240  acres  of  the  loveliest  country  of 
southern  Vancouver  Island  at  their  disposal, 
there  is  almost  no  limit  to  what  may  be  done 
to  ptovidc  out-door  amusement  for  those  who 


bated,  if  decided  affirmatively,  will  mean  the 
revival  of  these  affairs,  which  would  be  appre- 
ciated by  the  entire  populace. 

Nor  is  this  all  that  is  involved.  Within  the 
past  couple  of  years  a  form  of  s_port  stra'ngc 
to  this  city  has  been  introduced  and  is  rapidly 
gaining  in  popularity.  Polo  is  a  pastime 
which,  by  virtue  of  the  enthusiasm  with  which 
it  has  been  adopted  by  the  members  of  the 
Victoria  Polo  Club,  apparently  has  come  to 
stay.

will  be  fortunate  enough  to  be  admitted  to 
membership.  Because  golf  has  been  taken  up 
first  does  not  mean,  that  it  will  be  the  only 
recreation  for  which  facilities  will  be  installed. 
While  nothing  officially  has  been  stated,  it  is 
accepted  as  a  foregone  conclusion  that  tennis 
courts  will  be  constructed.  This  will  not  be  a 
difficult  matter.  The  question  simply  is — 
How  many  are  required?  The  area  available 
is  so  great  that  they  can  be  added  from  time 
to  time  as  the  demand  makes  the  need  evi- 
dent.

sels of  British  rejflf^^  ^'<^  ^Vl^t  in  Great  Britain, 
but  oceanic*  coastwise  trade  privileges  in  the 
past  have  been  extended  to  Norwegian  and 
other  vessels,  and  the  lake  trade  from  time  to 
time  is  thrown  open  to  American  vessels.  The 
Canadian  shipowner  on  the  lakes  in  good  times 
is  exposed  to  the  competition  of  the  British 
tramp.  Of  the  correlated  protection  to  ship- 
yards there  is  none  in  Canada.  Ships  coming 
from  Great  Britain  are  free.  • 

It  is  perhaps  not. generally  understood  4o 
what  lengths  the  free  admission  of  British-built 
vessels  is  carried.  A  ship  constructed  in  the 
United  Kingdom  to  operate  in  Canadian  v/aters 
not  only  enters  the  Dominion  free  of  duty  as 
to  her  hull  and  machinery,  but  in  addition 
fetches  with  her  free  of  duty  every  item  of 
equipment,  from  her  engine-room  stores  to  the 
very  crockery,  silverware,  bedding,  linen  and 
carpets  in  the  cabins — on  all  of  which  the  Can- 
adian shipbuilder  must  pay  duty.  In  other  ar- 
ticles the  cost  of  transportation  adds  to  the 
effective  protection  enjoyed  by  the  Canadian 
manufacturer;  even  this  advantage  is  denied 
the  shipbuilder  in  the  Dominion;  for  the  com- 
peting vessel  often  brings  out  with  her  a  cargo 
which  defrays  this  expense."

THE  LOSS  TO  CANADA 

The  modern  steel  ship  built  on  the  Canad- 
ian side  of  the  lakes  costs  about  25  per  cent 
for  iron  and  steel  and  75  per  cent  for  labor 
and  Canadian  products.  Canadian  workmen 
in  the  shipbuilding  trade.s  draw  wages  nearly 
jh  per  cent,  in  excess  of  those  paid  in  British 
shipyards.  Had  these  ships  been  built  in  Can- 
ada, the  volume  of  building,  coupled  with  some 
encouragement,  would  have  enabled  the  own- 
ers to  procure  the  ships  at  reasonable  prices. 

During  this  period  the  shipyards  on  the 
lakes  have  constructed  about  3  2  ships  and 
some  smaller  craft.  These  ships  cost  $7,000,- 
000.  The  shipyards  reaped  no  profit;  they 
practically  built  these  ships  for  cost  and  looked 
to  repairs  and  local  work  for  profits,  on  the 
principle,  already  explained,  of  keeping  men 
available  for  emergency  jobs. 

Thus  in  1  2  years  the  new  shipping  in  the 
lakes  has  been  210  ships,  costing  $25,000,- 
000.  Of  this  $18,000,000  has  been  spent  in 
liuilding  up  non-Canadian  home  markets. 

Compare  with  this  the  statement  that  in 
1912  one  Canadian  raiLvay  alone,  the  Can- 
adian Pacific,  placed  rolling  stock  and  equip- 
ment orders  in  Canada  to  the  extent  of  $48,- 
000,000. 

INDIRECT  ADVANTAGES  OF  THE  SHIP- 
BUILDING INDUSTRY 
A  feature  of  the  situation's  the  advantage 
possessed  by  the  British  shipbuilder  in  the  great 
specialization  of  industry  in  the  United  King- 
dom. Few  yards  there  can  turn  out  a  ship 
complete;  none  need  to  do  so.  As  soon  as  a 
contract  is  obtained  by  the  ordinary  British 
yard  it  breaks  the  work  up  into  numerous  sub- 
contracts; the  engines  come  from  one  firm,  the 
auxiliary  machinery  (steering  gear,  davits,  con- 
denser, circulating  pumps,  air  pumps,  evapor- 
ators and  distillers,  etc.)  come  from  others; 
chains,  anchors,  winches  and  capstans,  special 
castings,  engine-room  tclegrapljs,  swell  the 
list;  and  all  that  th^  ostensible  constructor  docs 


is  to -construct  the  hull  and  tit  into  il  the  en- 
]i;ines  and  other  appurtenances.  The  sub-con- 
tracts sometimes  number  150.  Canadian  yards 
that  wish  to  compete  must  do  all  or  nearly  all 
of  ilie  work  them.selves.  A  greiiter  volume  of 
business  will  help  forward  in  Canada  this  spec- 
ialization, so  desirable  in  the  piiiblic  interest  as 
meaning  the  development  of  numerous  special 
industries,  'greater  population  and  increased  in- 
dustrial resoqrces.  The  development  of  Can- 
adian rolling  mills  would  be  lite  first  conse- 
quence of  a  revival  of  shipbuilding.  Converse- 
ly, the  development  of  a  shipbuilding  industry 
as  a  customer  is  a  corollary  of  the  energetic 
aid  given  to  the  Dominion  iron  and  steel  indus- 
try.

4.  Further,  the  additional  population  cre- 
ated by  any  greater  volume  of  business  done 
by  the  shipbuilders  would  contribute  consider- 
ably to  the  Dominion  treasury'  through  the 
tariff. 

5.  On  the  lakes  the  development  of  ship- 
building would  aid  the  mercantile  mailne  indi- 
rectly by  giving  Winter  employment  to  the 
men  it  employs  in  Summer  and  lays  offwhen 
navigation  closes. 

NEED  FOR  ACTION 

Such,  then,  are  the  circumstances  of  the 
shipbuilding  industry  of  Canada.  The  memor- 
ialists urge  that  the  situation  calls  for  action. 
A  clear  alternative  is  presented  to  the  people 
of  Canada.  If  they  do  nothing  the  business 
will  collapse,  and  will  practically  cease  to  ex- 
ist. The  situation  then  will  be  that  no  ships 
that  can  be  counted  for^erious  transportation 
work,  will  be  built  in  Canada,  and  that  scarcely 
any  repairing  will  be  done,  in  Canadian  ports. 
Incidentally  many  thousand  Canadians  will  mi- 
grate to  American  yards,  whose  business  will 
be"  swollen  by  getting  all  the  Canadian  repair 
business  and  possibly  some  Canadian  building; 
the  exodus  thus  will  be  increased.  Canadian 
ship-ownerji  then  will  be  dependent  upon  Am- 
erican yards  for  repairs;  on  the  lakes  at  least 
these  yards  work  closely  together,  and  in  the 
absence  of  Canadian  competition  Canadian 
owners  may  not  find  themselves  favored  as 
much  as  they  now  are.  Insurance  rates  on 
ships  frequenting  Canadian  ports  wilt  tie  in- 
creased by  the  absence  of  .repair  facilities. 
Meanwhile  the  products  of  the  West  -will  be 
increasing  every  year  by  millions  of  tons,  and 
the  West's  purchases  from  Eastern  Canada  will 
be  increasing  enormous!}-.  The  tonnage  of  Can- 
adian goods  to  be  moved  will  more  and  more 
outstrip  the  tonnage  capacity  of  Canadian 
ships.  As  there  always  will  be  difficulty  in  let- 
ting American  ships  into  the  coasting  trade,  the 
tendency  will  be  to  throw  the  carrying  of  West- 
ern Canadian  goods  eastward  into  American 
ports  as  well  as  American  ships.  Buffalo  and 
New  York  will  profit.  Thus  the  old  state  of 
affairs  which  has  exasperated  Canadians  ever 
since  there  was  a  West,  will  be  perpetuated. 
To  acquiesce  contentedly  in  a  v.'hole  br:(ncii  of 
our  national  life  being  carried  on  by  outsiders 
who  may  regulate  it  to  suit  their  convenience, 
to  the  profit  of  outsiders  and  the  byikling  up 
of  non-Canadian  cities  and  hduie  markets,  is 
contrary  to  the  protective  policy  which  Canada 
has  followed  for  the  last  third  of  a  century. 

THE  CASE  FOR  GOVERNMENT  ENCOUR. 
AGEMENT 

The  alternative  is  to  resolve  that  Canadian 
products  shall  be  carried  by  Canadian  siiips  as 
well  as  by  Canadian  railv/ays.  A  beginning 
must  be  made  to  build  up  our  coasting  tr;idc 
and  the  lake  and  St.  Lawrence  shipping;  and 
in  time  an  effort  must  be  made  to  carry  Can- 
adian products  triverseas  in  Canadian  ships.  It 
is  not  the  object  of  this  memorial  to  di.^cuss 
the  shipowner's  case  directly;  but  it  may  be  ob- 
served that  it  is  of  vital  necessity  for  the  ship- 
owners to 'have  suitable  dry-docks  in  Canada; 
to  have  in  proximity  to  the  dry-docks  ample 
repair  plants;  to  liave  available  in  each  plant 
several  hundred  workmen.  Quebec,  Mpntreal, 
St.  John  and  Halifax,  for  example,  cannot 
throw  off  the  prohibitive  discriminating  insur- 
ance rates  which  are  a  subject  of  national  con- 
cern and  protest,  until  our  Atlantic  coastline 
has  this  three-fold  equipment  of  big  dry-docks 
big  repair  plants,  and  thousands  of  workmen. 


lUit  on  wluit  does  sucjh  an  equipment  depend? 
It  has  been  bhown  earlier  that  an  efficient  re- 
pair plant  depends  upon  new  construction.  New 
crinstruction  dcjionds  absolutely  upon  Govcrn- 
nu-nt  encouragement. 

STEPS  TO  BE  TAKEN 

The  f''rin  w  hicli  Government  encourage- 
ment should  take  is  a  matter  for  Government 
lo  decide.  .A  readjustment  of  the  duty  on  re- 
pairs may  properly  be  asked  for.  As  for  new 
construction,  the  present  bounty  is  entirely  in- 
effective and  indeed  absurd.  It  is  of  very  old 
standing,  deriving  its  origin  from  the  days  of 
wooden  shipbuilding.  With  wooden  construc-

Apart  from  managers,  superintendents, 
draughtsmen,  clerks,  eic. ;  the  staff  of  forenietj 
for  the  ship-fitters,  pipe-fitters,  plumbers,  cop- 
persmiths, boilermakers,  sheet  iron  workers, 
rivetters,' moulders,  patternmakers,  machinists, 
blacksmiths,  carpenters,  joiners,  painters, 
mould  loftsmen,  riggers,  pneumatic  tool  men, 
helpers,  etc.,  is  very  large;  and  these  men  must 
be  permanently  employed,  carefully  selected, 
and  gradually  picked  up.  It  takes  about  seven 
years  to  build  up  a  good  organization.  This 
last^amed  consideration  makes  it  apparent 
that  any  scheme  of  aid,  once  embarked  upon, 
should  be  guaranteed  for  a  fixed  period  long 
enough  to  enable  yards  to  get  their  organiza- 
tion established  and  then  to  show  results.  A 
period  of  ten  or  fifteen  years  is  indicated. 

DEVELOP  SUBSIDIARY  INDUSTRIES 

Government  assistance  it  is  apparent  might 
take  one 'of  two  or  three  forms,  such  as  free 
raw  materials,  direct  aid,  or  some  combination 
of  these. 

With  regard  to  free  raw  materials,  it  is  fair 
to  argue  that  if  ships  made  by  competitors  are 
to  be  admitted  free,  at  least  all  the  materials 
used  by  Canadian  builders  should  be  admitted 
free.  Your  memorialists  would  observe  in  this 
cohnection,  however,  that  such  a  course  would 
prevent  or  at  least  delay  and  discourage  the 
development  of  the  numerous  subsidiary  indus- 
tries w'hich  depend  upon  a  shipbuilding  indus- 
try. If,  however,  protection  is  to  be  extend- 
•ed  to  all  of  the  various  materials  which  Can- 
adian shipbuilders  use,  it  should  also  be  ex- 
tended to  the  ships  which  they  manufacture. 

THE   CASE   FOR   DIRECT   AID 

The  case,  however,  goes  farther.  Canada 
did  not  content  herself  with  tariff  protection 
in  building  up  her  system  of  land  transporta- 
tion; she  gave  direct  aid,  on  a  far  more  gener- 
ous scale  than  has  been  vouchsafed  to  water 
transportation. 

It  is  to  be  noted  in  tliis  connection  that 
our  national  .system  of  railway  transportai:ion 
aUitough  so  much  more  heavily  subsidized,  has 
enjoyed  two  great  advantages  over  our 
national  system  of  water-transportation  A 
Canadian,  railway  can  cut  into  ptirely  Ameri- 
can trade.  All  that  it  needs  to  do- is  to 
cliange  its  name  and  attend  to  certain  for- 
malities prescribed  l\v  the  Company  law  of 
the  States  invaded.  Caistoms  regulations  are 
much  less  onerous  in  the  case  at  a  railway. 
A  Canadian  ship  cannot  change  her  register, 
and  cannot  carry  an  ounce  of  American  trade. 
Cijstoms  regulations  hamper  her  more  than 
is  the  case  with  railways.  None  the  less,  the 
Canadian  privately-owned  railways  have  re- 
ceived at  least  $300,000,000  in  subsidies. 

NAVAL  SHIPBUILDING 
So  far  nothing  has  been  said  about  the 
proposal  that  Canada  should  embark  upon  na- 
val shipbuilding.  'I'his,  however,  cannot  be 
overlooked,  the  ^vernment  having  express- 
ly undertaken  to  try  to  develop  this.  It  is 
submitted  that  the  true  way  to  procure  pkints 
equal  to  the  construction  of  naval  vessels  is 
to  develop  a  healthy  mercantile  shipbuilding 
industry.  Tliis  is  clearly  shown  by  the  exper- 
ience of  Great  Britain  and  other  countries. 
The  volume  of  mercantile  construction  turned 
out  liy  the  yards  of  the  United  Kingdom  dur- 
ing the  four  years  19o7  to  1910  inclusive, 
averaged  750,000  ton|  a  year;  it  fluctuated 
from  600,000  to  1,000,000.  In  1911  and 
1912  the  total  output  was  1, 700,000  tonii  a  |: 
year.  The  average  output  of  warships  in 
5  907  to  19 to  was  120,000- tons,  and  the 
fluctuations  were  from  67,000  to  138,000 
^pns.  The  fluctuations /thus  were  greater  In  ^ 
tiaval  than  in  mercantife  cotistructioa.  Never'' 


thcless,  the  enormous  volume  of  mercantile 
work  steadied  the  situation  as  regards  naval 
vessels,  and  the  effect  has  been,  first,  that 
(Jreat  Britain  gets  her  warships  built  more 
cheaply  than  other  countries  do;  secondly, 
that  British  yards  build  mo^t  of  the  warships 
for  the  smaller  powers.  British  Dreadnoughts 
cost  from  £80  to  £90  per  ton  of  displacement; 
(jerman  Dreadnoughts  nearly  £100  per  ton.  If, 
then,  the  Canadian  Government  were  to  en- 
courage the  setting  up  of  yards  devoted  whol- 
ly or  chiefly  to  naval  construction,  and  were 
to  allow  the  mercantile  construction  to  lan- 
guish,., the  effect  v.ould  be  that  as  soon  as 
the  v/arships  originally  ordered  were  complet- 
ed the  yard  would  be  in  dniicullies.  and  would 
be  obliged  cither  to  close  down  or  to  beseech 
the  Government  for  more  orders  for  warships 
irrespective  of  tUt  fact  whether  the  country 
Seeded  more  war  ves>,els  or  not.  And,  sup- 
pose that  the  only  shipbuilding  plants  left  in 
Canada  n^inj,;  those  established  to  do  naval 
construction  and  that  alone.  Whenever  acci-

^itlfniction  the  result  would  be  unsatis- 
factory. If,  however.  Government  policy  pro- 
ceeds on  the  double  line  of  ordering  naval 
vessels  and  encouraging  marine  construction, 
-the  .industry  will  expand  more  rapidly,  will  be 
in  a -more  healthy  condition,  and  will  the 
sooner  be  able  to  quote  low  prices  to  the 
Government.  There  would  be  a  wide  differ- 
ence in  the  efficiency  of  a  yard  which  had 
in  hand  a  cruiser,  a  Government  surveying 
vessel,  an  Admiralty  tank  steamer  or  collier, 
some  repair  work  and  nothing  else,  and  a  yard 
which  in  addition  to  the  foregoing  had  sev- 
eral merchant  ships  under  construction;  the 
.addition  of  the  merchant  vessels  would  give 
the  elasticity  of  staff  as  between  Government 
work  and  emergency  repair  work. 

DIRECT  AID  ELSEWHERE 
Finally,  the  attention  of  the  Government 
may  be  called  to  the  enormous  extent  of  sub- 
sidies, bounties  and  other  form^  of  direct  aid 
to  shipbuilding  and  navigation  elsewhere.  In 
1909  Mr.  E.  T.  Chamberlain,  United  States 
Commissioner  of  Navigation,  reported  that  the 
several  powers- aid  their  respective  sy.stems  of 
water  transportation  to  the  extent  of  nearly 
S5o,000,000;  the  exact  figure  was  $46, 907,- 
220. 

CONCLUSION 
Your  memorialists  submit  that  they  have 
made  out  a  ca;=e  which  calls  for'  Government 
action.  The  situation  is  that  the  naval  policy 
of  the  Government  makes  it  necesi^ary  for  it 
to  consider  the  question  of  naval  shipbuilding 
at  the  montent  when  the  circumstances  of 
the  existing  mercantile  shipbuilding  industry 
may  have  become  unbearable.  The  mercan- 
tile industry,  as  already  observed,  has  reached 
a  point  where  it  must  either  make  progress  or 
collapse.  Your  memorialists  cannot  believe 
that  in  any  case  the  Government  would  ac- 
quie,sce  in  the  failure  of  a  considerable  indus- 
try with  great  possibilities,  and  the  throwing 
of  a  great  section  o(  the  water-transportation 
interest  into  non-Canadian  and  alien  hands. 
Much  more  is  action  on  broad  lines  demanded 
when  public  policy  demands  the  upbuilding  of 
naval  construction  yards.  Your  memorialists 
do  not  Intend  to  put  forward  specific  requests; 
they  are.  contented  that  the  Government  of 
Canada  should  take  the  whole  .subject  into 
their  serious  consideration. 


APPENDIX  A 


AIDS  TO  SHIPBUILDING  AND  NAVIGA- 
TION 

An  exhaustive  study  of  the  means  taken 
by  the  various  countries  of  the  world  to  en- 
courage their  mercantile  marine  is  to  be  found 
in  the  annual  report  of  the  United  States  Com- 
missioner of  Navigation  for  1909.  The  par- 
ticulars which  follow  are  abstracted  from  it. 
After  speaking  of  the  failure  of  the  American 
Congress  to  pass  the  measure  generally  known 
as  the  "Frye-Hanna-Payne"  Bill,  the  Commis- 
sioner^ Mr.  E.  T.  Chamberlain,  states  that  be-

1706,    MARLBOROUGH    DEFEATED   THE 

FRENCH  AT  BATTLE  OF  RAM»'^ 

ILLIES 


It  was  about  half-»^t',ftue  ft'clocl^  when 

Marlborough  jOrdei^cd#«Si*(9rttrS(SK<iii6»s  tidfti 
twelve  battalions,  to  attack  Ramillies,  while 
Auverquerque  attacked  Franquenies  on  the 
left.  Schulz,  who  had  twenty  pieces  of  can- 
non, opened  fire  on  Ramillies,  but  met.  with 
so  warm  a  reception,  that  he  had  great  diffi- 
culty in  maintaining  lrt|*|l30und,  but  Marlbor- 
ough supported  him  -^fm-' column  after  col- 
umn, and  the  fight  there  raged  terrible.  In 
the  midst  of  it.  Marlborough  seeing  some  of 
the  men  driven  from  the  guns,  galloped  up  to 
encourage  them.  He  was  recognized  by  the 
French,  who  galloped  up  and  surrounded  him. 
He  broke  through  them,  however,  by  a  des-- 
perate  effort,  but  in  endeavoring  to  regain  his, 
own  ranks,  his  horse  feU  in:Af^M^^:§^^0ich' 
and  the  duke  was  thrown.  ^Ifej^^fench 
were  hotly  upon  him,  another  moment  and 
he  must  have  been  taken,  but  Captain  Miles- 
worth,  one  of  his  aide-de-campsj  mounted  him 
on  his  own  horse.  As  he  was  in  the  act  of 
springing  into  the  saddle,  a  cannon-ball  took 
off  the  head  of  Colonel  Brenfield,  who  held 
the  stirrup,  but  Marlborough  himself,  except 
for  a  few  bruises,  escaped  and  reached  the 
main  body  unhurt. 

On  regaining  liie  ranks,  Marlborough  led 
up  the  attack  with  fresh  vigor,  the  village  of 
RaiTiillies  was  carried  and  most  of  the  French 
who  defended  it  were  cut  to  pieces.       The 
Prince  of  Wurtemberg  and  the  Prince  of  Hesse- 
Cassehgot  into  ihe  rear  of  Villeroy  and  the 
panic  became  general.     The  infantry  began  to 
retreat,   at   first   in   tolerable  order,   protected 
by  the  cavalry,  which  was  posted  betwixt"  Os- 
suz  and   Anderkirk.      But   the   English  cavalry 
under  Generals  Wyndham  and  Ward,   having 
managed  to  gel  over  a  rivulet  which  separated 
them,  fell  upon  them  near  the  farm  of  Chain- 
train  with  such   vigor  that  they  were  thrown 
into   confusion.      The  Bavarians   suffered    se- 
verely, and  the'  Elector  had  a  narrow  escape 
for  his-  life.      Villeroy   himself  with  difficulty 
made  good    his  flight.      In   the   midst  of  the 
/■out,  a  narrow  pass  through  which  the  French 
A^ere  flying,   suddenly  became  obstructe4    by 
the  breakdown  of  some  baggage  wagons.  The 
cavalry  pressing  on   in   their  rear,   then   m'ade 
terrible  havoc  among  them.     The  fliglit  was 
continued   all   (he   way   to  Judoigne,   and    the 
Lord   I.akley    with    some    squadrons   of   light 
horse,  never  drew  bit  till  they  had  ciia.sed  the 
fugitives    into    Louvain,    nearl}-    seven    leagues 
from  Ramillies.     The  baggage,  cannon,  colors, 
everything   fell   into  the   hands  of  the  Allies. 
There   were   one   hundred   and    twenty   colors, 
six  hundred  officers,  and  six  thousand  private 
sol'diers  captured.     Besides  these  it  was  calcu- 
lated that  eight  thousand  were  killed  or  wound- 
ed.    Of  the  Allies  Marlborough  declared   that 
only  one  throusand  fell  and  two  thousand  were 
wounded. 

Villeroy  had  fled  to  Brussels,  but  Marlbor- 
ough was  soon  at  the  gate.  The  French  gen- 
eral took  his  departure,  and  Marlborough  en- 
tered the  city  in  triumph  amid  the  acclama- 
tions of  the  people.     The  whole  of  the  Span-

And  now,  Rome,  profiting  by  lier  many  mis- 
takes, resigned  herself  to  the  leadership  of  him 
wlio   had   so   many   times  proved    her  savior. 
For   Hannibal,   of  whom  it   was  said  that    he 
knew  how  to  win  a  victory,  but  not  how  to  use 
it,  had  not  followed  up  his  advantage  over  the 
forces  of  Varro,  but  had  passed  by  the  gates  of 
Rome  to  carry  the  war  into  other  cities,  plan- 
ning,  perhaps,  to  subdue  the  whole  of  Italy, 
and  then  make  himself  master  of  Rome  as  a  cul- 
mination of  his  triumph.     But  the  fact  of  his 
marching   beyond    their   borders   and   leaving;-:-^  »* 
them  for  a  little  while  in  peace,  inspired  th<rT 
Romans   with    trcsh   courage;   besides  Fabius,

buckler,  and  Hannibal  found  in  them  foes-WCtt 
worthy  his  best  skill.  He  likened  Marcellus  to 
a  rapid,  impetuous  river,  which  drove  him  back 
and  still  made  some  breach  upon  him;  and 
Fabius  he  compared  to  a  river  also,  a  river 
that  quietly  and  silently  passed  him,  out  in- 
sensibly weakened  and  consumed  him.  At  last, 
however,  he  found  a  way  to  rid  himself  of 
Marcellus.  He  set  a  clever  trap  for  him,  em- 
ploying counterfeit  letters  to  bring  him  into  his 
power,  and  the  brave  general  was  put  to  death 
in  the  fifth  year  of  his  consulship.  All  his 
subtlety  and  skill  failed  to  impose  upon  Fabius, 
who  continued  to  hold  himself  safely  aloof, 
making  sudden  and  unexpected  attacks,  it  is 
true,  but  as  swiftly  witiidrawing. 

At  this  time  Tarentum  was  in  possession  of 
the  enemy,  and  Fabius  set  his  heart  upon  cap- 
turing the  town.     In  Tarehtum  there  lived  a 
voung  and  beautiful  giri,  a  sister  of  one  of 
Fabius'  soldiers,  and  who  had  a  lover  in  a 
young  Bruttian,  whom  Hanniljal  had  made  a 
commander  of  the  garrison.    Armed  with  these 
facts,   Fabius  laid  a  plan,  and  soon  won  the 
brother  of  the  young  giri  to  his  way  of  think- 
ing.    The  young  man  under  pretense  of  de- 
sertion left  the  Roman  army,  and  was  admit- 
ted to    Tarentum,  where    he    speedily    made 
friends  with   the  commander,  and  soon  won 
from  his  and  his  sister's  lips  the  story  of  their 
love.     Thereupon  he  used  all  of  his  pov/er  of 
persuasion  with  the  young  Bruttian,  and  finally 
convinced  him  that"  he  would  be  serving  the 
cause  of  the  right  if  he  would  consent  to  betray 
the  city  into  the  hands  of  Fabtus;  furthermore, 
lie  offered  him  a  large  sum  of  money  as  a 
present  from  the  commander  of  the  Roman 
army,  and  gave  him  permission  to  wed  his  sis- 
ter, whenever  she  would  consent. 

Fabius,  having  received  word  of  the  suc- 
cess of  his  inteTcessor's  diplomacy,  dispatched 
eight  thousand  men,  the  worst  of  the  Koman 
army,  to  lay  waste  to  an  entirely  different  part 
of  the  country.  Hannibal,  believing  that 
Fabius  and  all  of  his  hosts  had  gone  with  the 
eight  thousand,  immediately  set  off  hot  foot 
after  them.  The  Carthaginians  out  of  the  way, 
Fabius  brought  the  rest  of  his  forces  to  Taren- 
tum, and  encamped  outside  the  city.  In  the 
dead  of  night',  while  the  city  slept,  the  Brut- 
tian commander  slipped  out  and  showed  Fa- 
bius where  he  and  his  men  could  scale  the 
walls.  Fabius,  not  wholly  trusting  him,  sent 
part  of  his  army  to  the  opposite  side  of  the 
town  to  attack  it  by  land  and  sea,  and  when 
the  besieged  were  gathered  there  to  repel  the 
attack,  he  and  the  rest  of  his  soldiers  forced 
an  entry  over  the  unprotected  walls,  and  Ta- 
rentum fell  into  the  hands  of  the  Romans. 

Hannibal,  hastily  marching  to  the  rescue, 
was  met  five  miles  from,  the  town  with  the 
news  of  the  capitulation.  He  said  quietly: 
"Rome,  then,  has  also  got  a  Hannibal.  As  we 
won  Tarentum,  so  have  we  lost  it." 

Fabius  after  this  campaign  returned  to 
Rome  an  acknowledged  conqueror,  and  a 
triumph  was  accorded  him.  almost  without 
precedent;  honors  were  heaped  upon  him  and 
upon  his  family,  and  though  shortly  after  this 
time  a  bright  star 'arose  in  the  martial  firma- 
ment, and  Cornelius  Scipio,  sent  into  Spain, 
drove  the  Carthaginians  out  of  the  country  and 
restored  to  the  Romans  many  of  their  valuable 
towns  and  provinces,  the  people  continued  to 
pay  undiminished  homage  to  their  old  general, 
who,  though  grown  a  little  querulous  and  jeal- 
ous with  age,  was  still  dearly  beloved  and 
greatly  reverenced. 

Fabius  died  before  the  end  of  the  war,  but 
not  until  Hannibal  had  left  Italy,  returning 
home  at  the  urgent  call  of  the  Carthaginians, 
to  defend  his  country  sorely  pressed  by  the 
hosts  of  Sdpio. 

The  people  of  Rome,  as  a  mark  of  their 
affection,  defrayed  the  expenses  of  their  hero's 
funeral  by  **a  prtvifte  contribution  from  each 
citifen  of  the  snfUIest  piece  of  cojji,  thus  own- 
ipcjiftm  theh  common  father,  aiul  making  his 
erfd  m>  less  honorable  than  his  lite." 


The  reign  of  Louis  XIV.  was  marked  by 
great  progress  in  French  literature.  This  long 
reign  began  in  1643  afid  ended  in  1715,  extend- 
ing over  72  years,  the  loni;est  reign  on  record, 
so  far  as  we  are  aware.  The  settled  condition 
of  the  country,  which  prevailed  as  a  rule  during 
this  period,  was  favorable  to -the 'development 
of  literature.  Forty  years  previous  to  the  ac- 
cession of  Louis,  Queen  Elizabeth  of  England 
had  died.  During  her  reign  England  had  at- 
tained unexampled  progress  in  letters,  and  had 
set  an  example  to  Europe  of  the  study  of  philo- 
sophy, poetry  and  the  dramai  independent 
from  clerical  influence  or  control.  At  this 
«time  France  was  too  distracted  by  internal  dii-

apostle  of  Quietism,  of  which  something  must 
lie  said.  The  sect  of  Quietists  firsi  appeared  in 
the  Fourth  Century,  but  it  never  attained  any 
very  great  prominence  until  Madame  Guyon 
undertook  to  promulgate  its  doctrines.  The 
fundamental  tenet  of  this  cult  is  not  essentially 
dissimilar  to  what  today  is  known  as  New 
Thought,  and  in  some  respects  it  resembles 
Christian  Science.  It  was  that  the  real  nature 
of  worship  is  to  get  the  soul  in  absolute  har- 
mony with  I  he  Divine,  and  that  this  can  be 
done  without  any  religious  formalities  what- 
ever, but  solely  by  silent  contemplation.  This 
absorption  of  the  finite  in  the  Infinite  could  be 
so  complete  that  the  spirit  could  dominate  the 
body.  These  teachings  were  bitteriy  opposed 
by  the  Church,  and  very  strenuous  eft orts.  were 
made  to  get  Madame  Guyort  to  abandon  them, 
which  she  finally  did.

PaScarsWe  ran lonppil.,^^        .^^ ,. ^ ^ 
,  his  father  refused  ta»tfllt  him  to  have  the  Mit 
'of  books  that  wouttirfflStract  his  attention  from 
the  study  of  languages,  the  youth  spent  all  his 
leisure  in  working  out  mathematical  problems 
vith  no  other  appliances  than  the  floor  of  his 
room  and  a  piece  of  charcoal.    Seeing  that  he 
was  determined  to  follow  this  line  of  study,  his 
father  withdrew  his    opposition,    and    young 
Blaise  progressed  with  such  rapidity  that  in  his 
sixteenth  vear  he  wrote  a  wor,k  on  Conic  Sec- 
tions, which  excited  the  unbounded  admiration 
of  scholars.    In  his  nineteenth  year  he  invented 
a  calculating  machine,   and  later  he  devoted 
himself  for  V  time  to  physics.     In  his  young 
manhood  he  came  under  the  influence  of  an 
eloq\ient  priest,  Abbe  Guillebert,  and  thence- 
forward his  mind  took  a  decided  religious  bent. 
He  was  at  this  time  twenty-six  years  old.    -He 
produced  a  number  of  works,  among  them  be- 
ing "Provincial  Letters"  and   "Pensees."     In 
the  latter  he  proposed  to  elaborate  a  complete 
and  philosophical  defence  of  the  Roman  Catho- 
lic Church,  but.,  he  died  before  his  task  was  fin- 
ished, and  even  before  he  had  collated  his  sev- 
eral treatises  into  regular  form.     His,  health 
was  never  strong  and  he  further  weakened  it 
by  fasts  and  vigils.     He  died  in  his  thirty-ninth 
year.     He  was  one  of  the  greatest  masters  of 
iprose  that  has  ever  lived. 

Madame  deSevigne  was  a  contemporary  of 
Pascal,  and,  while  equally  famous,  was  as. dif- 
ferent from  him  as  night  is  from  day.    She  was 
the  daughter  of  Baron  de  Chantal  and  was 
born  in  1626.    ,She  was  admirably  educated. 
At  eighteen  she  married  the  Marquis '  de  ,  Se- 
vigne,  by  whom  she  was  treated  shamefully, 
for  he  not  only  neglected  her,  but  squandered 
her  fortune.     He  died  when  she  was  twenty- 
five,  and  she  was  left  with  a  son  and  daughter. 
After  an  absence  from  Paris  for  three  years, 
she  returned  and  her  house  at  once  became  a 
centre  >x)f  culture.     She  is  described  as  witty, 
vivacious,  kind,  of  great  social  qualities  and  ,of 
a  very  sweet  disposition.     Her  hand  was  sought 
in  marriage  by  many  of  the  most  prominent 
men  of  her  time,  but  she  refused  every  offer  of 
marriage,  and  continued  until    her    death    at 
s-eventy  to  be  the  object  of  the  admiration  of 
all  who  had  the  privilege  of  her  friendship.     In 
addition  to  her  other  attractions  she  possessed 
exceptional  beauty,  and  she  left  behind  her  not 
only  her  charming  Letters,  but  also  a  reputatiol 
upon  which  no  cloud  of  scandal   rested,      in 
their  way  her  Letters  are  unrivalled  in  literature. 
Thev  are  written  with  a  grace  and  lightness 
which  no  other  pen  has  been  able  to  attain. 

Francois  de  Salignac  de  la  Mothe,  better 
known  as  Fenelon,  the  name  of  the  family 
chateau,  was  born  in  1651.  He  was  the  most 
voluminous  writer  of  his  time,  and  he  covered 
a  wide  range.  His  lirst  works  were  either 
philosophical  or  historical,  one  of  the  latter  be- 
ing a  life  of  Charlemagne,  the  manuscript  of 
which  was  unfortunately  burnt,  lie  became  at- 
tracted to  what  was  called  Quietism,  of  which 
more  will  be  said  in  the  reference  to  Madame 
Guyon,  which  follows.  Tliis  led  liim  into  con- 
troversy with  Bossuet,  the  greatest  cleric  of  the 
time.  Later  he  devoted  himself  to  orthodox 
Catholicism.  His  published  works  now  extant 
number  twenty,  and  they  embrace  theology, 
history,  philosophy,  literature,  oratory,  asceti- 
cism and  spirituality.  One  volume  of  his  ser- 
mons has  been  preserved,  and  tliey  show  that 
his  eloquence  was  of  a  remarkable  type.  He 
died  at  sixty-four  after  a  life  marked  by  its  sig- 
nal piety,  and  shortened  doubtless  by  the  ex- 
treme asceticism  which  he  practiced  in  his  latter 
days. 

Jeane  BouvVer  de  la  Mothe.  afterwards 
Madame  Guyon,  was  born  in  1648.  She  was 
married  when  fourteen  and  became  a  widow  at 
twenty-five.  She  settled  all  her  property  upon 
her  three  children  and  devoted  herself  to  teach- 
ing .Quietisnn.  She  wrote  a  number  of  able 
works,  and  her  influencr  on  the  thought  of  her 
time  was  great.  Indeed  it  mny  be  said  to  have 
J    continued  until  the. present.    &he  was  the  great 


gest  that  it  came  from  feldsnathic  rocks,  thg 
like  of  which  do  not  exist  there  or  anywhere 
else  so  far  as  anyone  knows,  requires  as  violent 
jfn  effort  of  the  imagination  as  Donnelly's 
theory  that  clay  and  sand  were  deposited  upon 
the  earth  by  a  comet. 

Sand  is  supposed  by  geologists  to  have 
been  formed  by  the  grinding  action  of  contin- 
ental ice-sheets  during  what  is  called  the  Gla- 
cial Period.  The  fact  that  modern  glaciers  do 
not  make  sand  is  conveniently  ignored.  A 
certain  class  of  scientists,  like  politicians,  have 
a  habit  of  ignoring  things  tliat  they  can  not 
explain.  Take  a  little  of  the  common  sand 
used  in  building  in  this  city,  lay  it  on  the  palm 
of  your  hand,  and  brush  away  the  larger  par- 
ticles so  that  a  very  thin  layer  is  left.  Then 
examine  this  layer  with  a  magnifyi;ig  glass. 
You  will  see  that  it  consists  chiefly  of  small 
particles  of  colorless  quartz,  which  are  some- 
times transparent  and  always  translucent. 
They  are  all  angular,  and  certainly  do  not  look 
as  ^:^  had  been  gro^'  Mj#*s  by  ice 

^  "  the  whofe  liiwlrrt  of 
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largely  of  vegetable  mould,    clay,    sand  and 
gravel.       How -these  have  been  formed    has 
never  been  very  satisfactorily  explained.    Dar- 
win accounts  for  vegetable  mould  by  attribut- 
^"ng  it  to  the  work  of  earthworms,  but  he  does 
not  profess  in  his  work  on  that  subject  to  deal 
with  the  formation  of  tHfe  soiL  itself.     This  is 
assumed  to  have  been  produced  by  the  wea- 
thering of  the  rocks,  working  by  many  pro- 
cesses.    Everyone  must  have  noticed  the  little 
grey  lichen,  which  grows  on  the  rocks  around 
Victoria.  The  diorite  of  which  these  rocks  con- 
sist contains  feldspar,  and  feldspar  contains  the 
same  material  as  constitutes  the  bulk  of  clay. 
The  lichen  secretes  an  acid.     This  affects  the 
rock,  rotting  it.     The  rain  washes  the  rotted 
rock  away,   and   leaves  a  little  pit  in  which 
Water   collects,    and  this   in   time   softens  the 
rock.     The  rotted  rocks  and  the  rotted  lichen 
yould  make  vegetable  mould,  or  rather  a  mix- 
iure    which    earthworms    could    convert  into 
mould,  if  we  accept  Darwin's  theory  that  all 
vegetable  mould  has  at  one  time  or  another 
passed  through  the  body  of  a  worm.     This  is, 
of  course,  onl.y  one  of  the  methods  whereby 
rockcan  be  converted  into  soil,  and  probably 
a  very  minor  one. 

The  action  of  water  is  possibly  the  most 
efficient  cause  ip  this  change.     Evei-ything  ii 
soluble  in  water,  although  not  in  the  same  de- 
gree.   Take  glass  for  example.    To  all  intents 
and  purposes  the  glass  is  Insoluble  in  water, 
but  it  is  not  at?solutely  so.     If  glass  is  reduced 
to  a  fine  powder,  a(nd  is  then  placed  in  water 
and  frequently  stirred,  and  after  it  has  settled 
the  clear  water  is  drawn  off  and  analyzed,    it 
will  be  found  to  contain  the  elements  of  which 
j^lass  is  composed.     Indeed  everything  seems 
to  be  soluble  in  everything  else.  We  have  men- 
tioned in  a    previous    article    an    experiment 
which  Professor  Carey,  of  the  London  Univer- 
.sity,  once  described  to  the  editor  of  this  paper. 
He  said  that  he  fused  cylindrical  pieces  of  gold 
and  silver  end  to  end  and  put  the  little  column 
thus  formed  away,  standing  it  perpendiculariy 
with  the  gold  down,  >  After  a  time  he  analyzed 
a  piece  of  silver  from  the  top  of  the  little  col- 
umn and  found  gold  in  it;  he  also  analyzed 
a  piece  of  the  gold  from  the  base  of  the  col- 
umn and  found  silver  in  it.     The  metals    had 
dissolved  each  other.  ■      Still  more  recent  ex- 
perime.nts  nave  shown  that  if  a  piece  of  gold 
is  allojved  to  rest  for  a  long  time  on  a  piece  of 
lead,  the  one  metal  will  appreciably  dissolve 
the  other.     This  property  of  substanc(f"S    may 
explain  many  things  in  nature  that  have  hith- 
erto seemed  unexplainable. 

While  it  is  not  difficult  to  suggest  an  ex- 
planation of  the  origin  of  soil  and  vegetable 
mould,  no  satisfactory    explanation  of  the  or- 
igin of  clay  has  ever  been  advanced.     Clay  is 
the  product,  of  the  decay  of  feldspathic  rocks 
is  what  the  latest  work  oil   the  subject  says. 
This  is  little  more  than  a  guess  and  receives 
acceptation  only  because  no  one  has  made  a 
more   plausible  one.      Take  the  case   of  blue 
clay.      Deposits   of  th)s  are    found    in   some 
places  several  hundred    feel    thick,  with    fine 
thread-like   veins  of  sand   running  through  it. 
Then  there  are  red  clay  deposits  of  great  size. 
Dana    in    his    Mineralogy    says   there   are   no 
feldspathic  rocks,  which  would  produce  clays 
of  these  colors.    Fredericton,   New  Brunswick, 
is  built  upon  a  flat  river  "interval"  as  the  Iddll 
name  is  for  the  low  lying  areas  along  a  JE|#er.

These  two  illustrations  of  the  potentiality 
of  wealth  when  backed  up  by  right  thoughts 
are  chocen  only  because  they  happen  to  be  con- 
spicuous at  the  present  time,  and  also  because 
in  the  case  of  one  we  have  a  young  man  of 
large  inherited  property,  and  in  the  case  of 
another  an  old  man,  who  has  accumulated  very 
great  possessions  by  his  own  efforts.  Hun- 
dreds of  other  less  conspicuous  cases  could  be 
cited,  going  to  show  that  ihe  combination  of 
right  ideas  and  wealth  is  fruitful  of  benefit  to 
mankind.  In  the  very  great  majority  of  cases 
the  world  at  large  knows  very  little  of  what  is 
being  done.  ♦  It  is  customary  to  speak  of  the 
idle  rich,  and  doubtless  there  are  too  many

A  similar  difficulty  presents  itself  in  regard 
to  the  gravels.     The  first  time  you  are  on  the 
seashore  take  up  a  handful  of  gravel  and  ex- 
amine it  and  then  try  to  think  what  rocks  were 
ground  up  to   make  it.      You  will  be  sorely 
puzzled.     Whence    came    the    agates?       The 
accepted  suggestion   is  that  they  are  formed 
in  cavities  in  trap  rock,  but  it  is  only  a  sugges- 
tion.    Whence  came  the  beautiful  clear  white 
quartz  pebbles,   worn  smooth   on  the  outside 
by  the  action  of  the   waves,  but  crystalline  in 
structure.'      These    and    other    questions  will 
arije  in  your  mind  as  you  look  at  the  little 
stones  in  your  hand,  and,  in  spite  of  all    the 
books  that  have  been  written  on  the  subject, 
no  one  can  answer  them  with  certainty.     The 
glacial  origin  of  sand,  gravel  and  clay  is  the- 
oretical only.     It  has  not  yet  been  proved  and 
probably  never  will  be.     There  are  things  in 
nature  that  seem  to  be  past  our  finding  out.

It  is  not  what    you    have,    but  what  you 
think  that  counts.    You  may  have  mental  abil- 
ity,   physical   power,    material   possessions   or 
something  of  each,  but  it  is  your  thought  which 
dominates  them  all.     There  is  no  doubt  that 
wealth  and  health,  or  the  absence  of  them  to 
a  certain  degree  influence  thought;  neverthe- 
less it  is  thought  that  dominates.     "As  a  man 
thinketh  so  is  he.'"  A  few  days  ago  a  newspaper 
speaking  of  a  news  telegram  which  stated  that 
Mr.  Vincent  Astor  had  visited  some  New  York 
schools,  said  that  if  he  had  been  worth  a  hun- 
jlred  millions  instead  of  fifty,  he  would  have 
received  twice  as  much  space  in  the  despatches 
whereas  if  he  had  been  worth  no  money  at  all. 
his  visit  would  not  have  been  mentioned.     The 
latter  part  of  this  comment  is  probably  true, 
whether  the  former  is  or  not.     If  a  rhotor  car 
should  be  stuck  in  the  mud,  its  owner  would 
not  be  particularly  intere.sted  in  the  fact  that 
a  boy  came  in  sight,  but  he  would  be  gratjfied 
by  the  advent  of  a  man  with  a  stout  pafr  of 
horses,  who  was  willing  to  assist  him.       The 
readiness  to  help  that  is  the  thought,  coupled 
with  the  power  to  help,   made  his  coming  an 
event  of  importance.     A  newspaper  man  once

We 
do  not  know  why  young  Mr.  A.stor  visited  the 
schools,  btit  if.  as  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose, 
he  did  so  with  th5'  desire  to  see  if  he  cannot 
be  useful  in  connection  with  the  work  done  in 
them,  the  fact  that  he  has  some  fifty  million 
dollars  or  so  that  he  can  use  to  carry  his  ideas 
into  fact  makes  his  visit  a  matter  of  import- 
ance.    If  he  should  call  all  the  poor  off  New 
York  together  and   divide  his   wealth   among 
them,  he  doubtless  would  relieve  the  immediate 
wants  of  many  people;  but  he  would  thereby 
exhaust  his  capacity  for  doing  good.    He  may,

Ifrowing  Ig?  .f^^  Svayside,  while  the  court  was 
given  up  to  idle  luxury,  would  be  impossible 
now.  If  more  and  greater  fortunes  are  being 
accumulated  than  ever  before,  so  also  is  the 
idea  that  wealth  imposes  burdens  upon  its 
possessors  is  rapidly  advancing,  and  the  rela- 
tive number  of  those  who  live  solely  for  their 
own  enjoyment  is  growing  less  and  less. 

The  point  upon  which  we  would  lay  em- 
phasis is  this:  The  rich  and  the  poor  may  not 
be  as  far  apart  ih  their  aims  and  objects  as 
seems  at  first  sight.     The  man  of  no  property 
but  only  a  gift  of  speech,  who  works  up  an 
audience   of   working  men   into   a  feeling  of 
enthusiasm  against  war,  may  be,  and  if  he  is 
sincere,  as  in  many  cases  he  doubtless  is,  labor- 
ing in  the  vineyard  of  human  progress;  but  so 
also  is  the  inan  of  wealth,  who  assists  in  mak- 
ing   peace    congresses    possible,    and    by    the 
conspicuous  character  of  his  work,  attracts  the 
attention  of  millions  to  the  great  cause.     The 
man  of  wealth  seeking  to  improve'^the  condi- 
tions under  which  children  are  educated;  the 
man  of  science  devoting  hours  of  labor  to  the 
development  of  some  means  whereby  suffering 
may    be    alleviated;    the    student    of    social 
economy  seeking,   often   in  a   very   imperfect 
way,  how  to  improve  the  condition  of  himself 
and   his   fellow- workers;   the  minister   of   the 
Gospel  endeavoring  to  guide  his  people  in  the 
paths  of  righteousness,  all  these  and  all  others 
whose  lives  are  inspired  by  right  ideas  are  co- 
workers   in    the   great    human    vineyard,    and 
between   them  there  should  be  no  room  for 
antagonism.      They    are    all   laboring  to    the 
same  end.     The  character  of  their  work  may 
be  widely  different.     This  is  inevitable  for  the 
promotion   of  human   welfare  is  many  sided. 
It  presents  itself  in  countless  phases.     Let  us, 
in    our    endeavors   to    estimate   the   value    of 
work  done  for  others,  not  forget  that,  as  the 
Anglican    Prayer    Book   says,    there    are    "all 
sorts   and    conditions   of   men."        The   great 
thing  is  the  idea  behind  the  act,  for  unity  of 
intention   acting  through   a  variety  of  means 
will  accomplish  much.     By  the  bye,  this  unity 
will   become   more  apparent,    and    influences 
that  now  seem  to  be  antagonistic  will  be  seen 
to  be  in  perfect  harmony. 

The  more  diligently  one  studies  the  history 
of  mankind,  not  merely  the  story  of  dynasties, 
wars  and  intrigues,  but  of  mankind  in  relation 
to  its  progress  towards  better  conditions,  the 
more  apparent  it  becomes  that  this  progress 
is  usually  very  slow,  and  often  is  attained  by 
very  circuitous  routes.  There  are  times  when 
it  is  not  easy  to  see  very  far  ahead.  The 
present  seems  to  be  one  of  those  times.  There 
appears  to  be  a  turning  in  the  road  not  far 
away,  and  we  may  not  be  very  clear  how  ..wo 
are  going  to  get  around  it.  But  the  more  we 
appreciate  the  fact  that  we  are  all  going  in  the 
same  direction,  or,  at  least,  are  all  striving  to 
do  so,  the  more  certain  it  is  that  we  will  make 
the  turn  in  safety.  A  great  idea  is  abrcxad  in

the  same  year  the  first  horse  race  took  place 
from  La  Muette  through  St.  Cloud  and  back  by 
the  Chateau  de  Madrid.  There  were  only  two^ 
runners,  belonging  to  I  he  Prince  d'HarCourt 
and  the  Due  de  Joyeuse,  the  latter  winning 
the  prize  of  a.  thousand  crowns.  The  first 
really  public  meeting,  however,  was  not  held 
till  1755,  by  subscription  of  gentlemen  of  the 
Court  for  horses  of  French  origin  only.

THE  KING'S  HIGHWAY 


A  Sivrvey^  of  British-  Road  AdmiiiMtration 


The  Story  of  Jhe  King's  .Hlsii^'ay.-.  'By  Sidney 
and  Beatrice  Webb. .    ( Longmans,  Green

The  road  has  a  fascination  for  most  healthy 
people,  and  this  very  interestihg'  aftfempt  to 
trace  the  history  of  the  maihtenance ,  of  the 
King's  highway  from,  the  earliest  times  of 
viiiich  we  have  knowledge- will  ap-peal  to  more 
than  a  riarrrjw  -and  specialized  class.  Without 
taking  into  consideration'  the:  ancient  British 
trackways,  which  probably' still' survive,  in  little 
altered  form  in  the  bridlcrpaths.  of  our  more 
sequestered  shires,  we  have  many  well-defined 
Roman  roads  which  still  form,  here  and  there, 
the  basis  of  existing  th(ir6ughfai;d.s.  Wherever 
Stratton,  Stratford,  Sfreet"  or  the  like  occur 
in  place  names  it  can  be  taken  for  granted  that 
we  are  on  the  site  of  an  old  Roman  highway. 
In  the  Middle  Ages  the  maintenance  of  the 
road  was  a  duty  of  the  manor,  and  the  obliga- 
tion was  thrown  by  the  lord  on  all  his  tenants, 
and  enforced  by  the  Court  Leet.  The  roads 
were  .almost  exclusively  used  for  foot  traffic 
by  man  or  beast,  and  in  Winter  were  habitu- 
ally impassable  for  wJieeied  traffic.  When  the 
track  was  too  bad  travelers  tqofc  to  the  neigh- 
boring land.  Fences  did  not  exist  as  a  rule, 
and  were  .seldom  respected  when  they  did. 
This  primitive  conception  lasted  until  the  end 
of  the  eighteenth  century  in  the  remoter  parts 
of  the  island.  The  early  nr)tion  of  a  road  was 
a  track  kept  free  from  obstruction  t)r  impedi- 
ment; the  surface  was  a  matter  of  little  or  mi 
consideration.  Yet  the  roads,  bad  as  they 
were,  were  used  in  the  Middle  Ages  to  a  re- 
markable extent.

The  Duchess  of  Chartres' determined  to  sur- 
pass the  Queen  designed  a  headdress  two  inches 
higher.  It  was  made  up  of  many  plumes  wav- 
ir..c  at  the  top  of  a  tower.  Two  waxen  figures, 
representihg  the  little Comte  de  Betujolais  (the 
brother  of  Louis  Philippe)  in  his  nurse'.s  arms, 
were  worn  as  ornaments.  Besides  them  a  par- 
rot picked  at  a  plate  of  cherries,  and  the  wax 
figure  6f  a  black'  boy  reclined  at  the.  nurse's 
feet.  On  dIfTerent  parts  of  the  tower  were  the 
initials  of  the  Duchesse's  husband,  her  father 
and  her  father-in-law,  made  from  her  own  hair. 

At  this  time  France-  and  €ngland.  were  at 
war.  In  a  naval  engagement  the  French  frigate 
Licorne  struck  her  flag,  but  the  Belle  F^oule, 
another  French  vessel,  crippled  the  Hector,  an 
English  man-of-war.  •  As  the  Frenchmen  were 
about  to  board  two  English  vessels  bore  down 
to  their  consort's  assistance,',  and  the  Belle 
Poule  sailed  away.  The  English  fleet  returned 
to  Plymouth- with -two  prices;  the  Licorrte  and  a 
Freiich  lugger. 

The  French,  although  1  hey. had  lost  a  frig- 
ate, proclaimed. a  victory.  The  Queen  and  her 
women  wore  headdresses  that  represented  the 
Belle  Poule 'under  full' sail' plowing  a  sea  of 
green  gauze  jn' piirsuit  of  the  English  frigate. 
This  construction  wa'^  known  as  the  "coiffure 
Belle  Poule.;' 

The  wife  of  an- English  officer  living  in 
Paris  deemed  the  headdress  an  insult  to  the 
English  navy  and  detefiriin-ed  to  resent  it.  At

.•^hips,  a  Frenciv  fri;ga'te  and  a  lugger. '  An  ar- 
rangements of  silk  and  gauze  represented^  Ply- 
mouth harbor,-  which  tlie  English  ships,  with 
their  prizes,  were  entering.

HELIOGRAPHING  BY  ANTELOPES 
Havinjj  heard  that  these  things  were  "pos- 
sible, it  'did  not  corneas  a  surprise  to  the  au- * 
dience  to  hear  th'at  though  mere  man  claims 
to  have  invented  the  heliograph  the  American 
antelope  had  been  -heliographing  across    the 
plains  for  centuries.

It  is  perhii^^nly  natural  that  Mr.  A.  F. 
Davidson,  thei»i»t  biographer  of  Victor  Hugo, 
annpjed:  by  the  'extravagant  eulogies  of  the 
poet  that  hisy||i5j(il?ito|sors  had  written,  should 
lay  a  good  diaf'&f'siess  on  the  great  French- 
man's  faults  and  failings.  Of  these  the  chief 
was  undoubtedly  vanity.  Victor  Hugo  was  in- 
ordinately vain — vain  at  one  moment  with  a 
superb  assurance  that  alnwst  dignified  vanity 
itself,  at  another  with  an  uneasy  jealousy  at 
bnce  petty  and  absurd. 

'Some  years  ago  in  a  review  of  the  work  of 
the  two  Dumases,  father  and  son,  an  anecdote 
was  related  that  well  illustrates  this  trait.  Both 
of  the  Dumases,  Victor  Hugo  and  several  others 
were  chatting  together  when  a  foreign  gentle- 
man was  presented,  who  made  an  excellent  im- 
pression on  every  one  until  the  moment  of  his 
departure.  As  he  bowed  in  taking  leave  he 
addressed  himself  to  the  most  celebrated  mem- 
bers of  the  group  and  assured  them  of  his 
pride  and  satisfaction  in  having  met  "the  great- 
est poet,  the  greatest  romancer  and  the  great 
est  dramatist  of  France."  1 

"A  little  unthinking  of  our  friend  to  ad- 
dress his  parting  compliment  entirely  to  me, 
was  it  not'"  remarked  Victor  Hugo  compla- 
cently. 

The  others  looked   at.  each,  other,   and  he 

caught  the  look. 

"The  dramatist — that  was  you,  then,  you 
think,  Dumas?"  he  inquired  of  Dumas  the 
younger  in  an  ominous  voice.  Then  a  thought 
even  more  appalling  occurred  to  him,  and 
without  waiting  for  a  reply  he  turned  to  Dumas 

the  elder. 

"The  romancer,  monsieur — the  romancer! 
Do  I  uijderstand  you  to  suppose  that  by  'the 
greatest  romancer'  It  was  you  who  was  desig- 
nated^ Reply,  Monsieur!"  he  demanded.  His 
brow  was  thunderous,"  and  the  company  held 
their  breath,  but  the  elder  Dumas,  who  never 
found  himself  at  a  loss,  answered  with  an  easy 

laugh : 

"But  certainly  it  was  1.  and  the  dramatist 
was  my  son.  How  .should  it  be  otherwise?  You 
did  not  invite  the  geiUleman  to  dine,  and  1  did. 
You  are  not  a  cook — a  good  cook,  a  veritable 
prince  among  cooking  amateurs — and  1  am! 
His  compliments,  such  as  they  are,  are  for  us, 
his  prospective  hosts.  But  they  are  only  pay- 
ments in  advance  for  the  salade  marseillaise  of 
peppers  stuffed  with  minced  crab  meat  which 
I  have  promised  to  prepare  for  him  and  which

obeyed,  when  an  angler,  trustfng-'to  "the  fates'* 
and  hoping  he  wa^s  in  favor  with  th|  .^^f^dess, 
Fortuna,  strode,  "enwandered,"  intiJ^j^KiTo- 
morrow.  The  writer  and  his  friend,  aiaed  in 
some  ways  by  his  own  modest  skill,  has  pro- 
duced, to  the  angler's  mind,  the  ideal  fly-rod 
for  the  Tomorrow.  It  was  about  eight  feet 
long  and  weighed  two  and  three-quarters 
ounces,  had  but  one  ferrule,  oxidized,  and  pos- 
sessed that  "indescribable  feel"  in  action  (and 
the  angler  knew  a  little  something  about  the 
"feel"  of  a  fly-rod,  for  he  had  handled  a  few) 
that  folk,  in  their  enthusiasm  and  carelessness 
of  speech,  sometimes  call  "perfect."  Any- 
way, his  friend  had  worked  out  the  -strips  of 
carefuly  selected  Toukin  bamboo  on  the  one- 
thousandth  of  the  angler's  micrometer  measure- 
ments; the  rest  of  the  details  had  been  follow- 
ed in  a  similar  way.  The  dreams  had  all  been 
dreamed,  the  fancies  fancied,  the  hopes  hoped, 
and,  as  he  began  wading  up-stream  at  the  lower 
end  of  a  pool,  the  most  "likely"  and  most 
charming  of  all  in  the  little  river,  the  time  to 
"make  good"  had  arrived.  ■^'^^^■■ 

He  was  dry-flying,  for  the  late  morning 
sunshine  was  warm,  and  the  wind  but  a  little 
lazy  one  that  did  not  care  much  about  a  romp 
with  the  angler's  fly.  What  fly  had  been  a 
very  serious  matter,  perhaps  a  dozen  had  been 
under  consideration,  but,  as  he  stood  on  the 
river  bank,  looking  over  his  box  of  eyed  flies 
and  then  over  the  water  and  among  the  alders, 
no  selection  had  been  made.  His  choice,  how- 
ever, was  an  upright  double  split  wing  Wick- 
ham  fancy  No.  12,  a  gossamer  leader,  and  the 
line  a  D,  with  a  twenty-foot  taper  down  to 
about  an  H.  A  half  dozen  or  so  of  dry-fly 
casts  were  made,  and  then  the  fly  floated  some 
eight  feet,  the  slack  of  the  line  being  stripped 
in  as  fast  as  it  "bellied"  below  the  rod  tip  and 
let  go  where  it  would.  Then  the  deft  retrieve, 
first  by  lifting  the  rod  tip  until  the  line  and 
nearly  all  of  the  leader  were  clear  of  the  water, 
then  by  a  quick  upward  snap,  to  prevent 
drowning  or  wetting  the  fly.  Wading  up  slowly 
a  few  feet,  while  again  dry-flying,  another 
float  of  the  fly  was  made,  and  then  another 
and  then  others,  until  from  his  position  the 
angler  was  able  to  reach  the  head  of  the  pool 
at  the  next  cast. 

Every  angler  knows  where  a  pool  begins, 
although  no  two  of  them  seem  to  begin  in, ex- 
actly the  same  way.  Up-stream  a  ways  there 
were  some  little  ripples,  then  a  "glassy  glide" 
of  most  half  the  stream's  width;  and  then,  well, 
you  know,  the  water  didn't  seem  to  he  in  quite 
so  much  of  a  hurry.  The  angler's  cast  was  to 
drop  his  fly  five  or  six  feet  up  that  "glassy 
glide,"  a  distance  of  some  thirty  feet,  float  it 
down  the  "glide"  and  over  the  pool  some 
five  or  six  feet  more.  He  always  kept  dry- 
flying.  While  he  planned  his  casts,  sometimes 
he  would  make  asjnany  as  twenty  dry-fly  casts 
before  he  would  be  ready  to  drop  and  float 
his  fly,  and  this  planning  of  a  cast  he  knew 
could  not  be  done  while  he  floated  his  fly, 
because  between  watching  his  floating  fly,  and 
stripping  in  the  slack  line  as  it  floated  toward 
him,  he  had  plenty  to  do.  He  had  everything 
to  his  liking  at  last,  however,  and  made  the 
cast,  even  to  extending  his  rod,  hand  forward, 
five  or  six  inches,  just  as  the  fly  turned  and 
was  about  to  alight,  to  take  off  the  jar.  The 
fly  touched  the  water  about  where  he  intended 
and  started  to  skim  down  that  "glassy  glide." 
It  was  the  custom  of  the  angler  to  hold  his  rod 
about  level  with  the  water,  as  this  enabled  him 
to  watch  the  rod  tip  and  take  up  the  constantly 
forming  slack  of  the  line  and  also  to  watch  his 
fly  better;  further,  his  rod  was  in  position,  so 
that  in  case  of  a  rise,  by  raising  his  tip  to,  say, 
forty-five  degrees  angle,  he  had  in  all  the 
slack  and  could  strike  his  fish. 

You  know  that  fly  never  got  down  that 
"glide. '^    There  was  a  Utile  bulge  in  the  water, 


the  fly  went  away  with  it  and  there  v/as  that 
electric  thrill  coming  through  the  angler's  el- 
bow that  only  an  angler  for  trout  can  under- 
stand. There  were  a  few  very  tense  moments 
as  the  angler  watched  the  graceful  curves  in 
that  toy  of  a  rod,  watched  the  cunning  of  that' 
trout  and  brought  his  skill  to  match  against 
it.  The  trout's  play  was  largely  a  fight  up- 
stream,- with  now  and  then  an  excursion  to- 
ward the  alders  on  either  shore,  which  made 
that  angler  anxious,  for  he  did  so  want  that 
first  trout  on  his  "pet  playing."  Finally  a

'  he  had  begun,  wading  up-streara  antfaTy-^ 
ing  for  the  next  hour;  so  that  when  the  alarm 
for  dinner  sounded  he  had  creeled  five  trout 
from  seven  to  nine  inches  long. 

After  dinner  at  the  comfortable  farmhouse 
with  solace  pipe  alight,  he  entered  the  same- 
pool,  at  the  same  spot,  for  another  try-out. 
He  just  about  repeated  his  first  cast  of  the 
morning,  was  rewarded  with  a  rise  which  good 
fortune  transferred  into  a  strike,  and  the  sav- 
age rush  of  the  trout  indicated  that  the  fight  of 
the  day,  so  far,  was  on.  There  was  a  clunip 
of  alders,  on  the  further  shore,  in  just  the 
wrong  place  for  an  angler  and  likely  the  right 
place  for  a  trout  connected  with  a  goss^er 
leader  that  would  break  at  about  a  pound  and 
a  half  dead-weight  pull,  so  the  angler,  among 
other  things,  worked  over  to  the  near  shore 
to  have  more  leeway  should  his  quarry  make 
a  down-stream  rush.  Again  this  trout,  as  did 
the  others,  make  his  fight  headed  up-stream, 
and  succeeded  in  coaxing  some  few  feet  of  the 
line  through  the  angler's  fingers,  it  being  his 
custom  to  fight  his  fish  with  the  line  held  in 
his  line  hand,  rather  than  from  the  reel,  as 
this  method  enabled  him  to  take  in  slack  line 
with  more  rapidity  and  as  he  could,  when  con- 
ditions favored  it,  pass  the  line  under  the  fore- 
finger of  his  rod  hand  and  reel  up  the  surplus 
loop  of  line  while  having  a  tug  of  war  with  his 
fish. 

It  is  difficult  to  observe  and  to  recall  all 
the  things  that  a  trout  does  when  it  is  fighting. 
For  one  thing,  however,  that  one  made  the 
expected  dash  down-stream,  and  on  the  way 
made,  a  gallant  effort  to  mix  up  with  the  clump 
of  alders  mentioned  above.  The  angler's  fore- 
sight had,  however,  enabled  him  to  have  more 
room,  and  by  quickly  stripping  in  loop  after 
loop  of  his  line,  as  he  also  raised  his  rod,  he 
was  enabled  to  steer  his  Salvelinus  fontinalis 
(little  leaper  of  the  fountain)  past  that  danger 
point,  and  the  fish,  soon  tiring  of  his  down- 
stream pull,  turned  and  came  back  to  his  first 
method.  The  "hammering"  grew  feebler,  the 
net  was  put  in  place  and  the  best  fish,  so  far, 
was  soon  showing  its  graceful  outlines  and  ra- 
diantly beautiful  color  play  within  the  net's 
meshes. 

When  winding  his  "toy"  rod,  the  angler 
had.  added  a  little  conceit,  that  of  beginning 
six  inches  from  the  top  of  the  rod"  handle  and 
making  the  windings  one  inch  apart,  thus  hav- 
ing an  accurate  measure,  from  six  inches  (the 
legal  length  in  Wisconsin)  to  twelve  inches  on 
the  rod  itself.-  When  this  trout  was  laid  along 
the  measured  windings,  they  indicated  eleven 
inches.  The  scales  registered  three-quarters  of 
a  pound. 

During  the  afternoon  the  conditions  con- 
tinued favorable  for  the  dry-fly  method,  warm 
sunshine  and  a  little  wind,  the  .stream  clear  as 
an  amlier-tinted  crystal,  ranging  in  depth  from 
a  foot  or  so  up  to  around  three  and  one-half 
feet.  An  occasional  trout  came  now  and  then 
to  creel,  as  the  angler  slowly  wandered  up- 
stream. 

At  one  time,  when  he  had  lingered  motion- 
less for  some  little  time  save  for  the  swing  of 
the  rod,  a  muskrat  came  to  the  stream's  mar- 
gin, between  the  clump  of  alders,  tu  feed  upon 
the  tender  Spring  grasses,  scarce  six  feet  away. 
It  would  be  futile  to  estimate  how  many  dry- 
fly  casts  the  angler  made  as  he  watched  that 
muskrat  enjoy  his  salad.  He  changed  his  flies 
from  time  to  time,  a  March  brown,  an  artful 
dodger,  a  Greenwell's  glory,  an  olive  dun,  a 
hare's  ear,  an  alder,  all  tied  dry  fly.  Some 
trout  rose  to  the  artful  dodger,  some  to  the 
Greenwell's  glory,  but  the  Wickham's  fancy 
proved  the  better  on  that  day. 

As  the  angler  drew  near  ta  the  last  likely 
pool  and  the  second  best  of  the  .«;eries  in  this 
stretch  of,  say,  half  a  mile  of  the  little  river, 
he  saw  a  trout  feeciing  thert.    It  required  some 


manoeuvcring  to  get  the  cast  right,  as  it  had 
to  be  a  long  one  (around  forty  feet),  and  the 
back  cast  had  to  be  steered  carefully  to, avoid 
the  overhanging  shrubbery  behind.  If  one  has 
acquired  the  knack  of  it,  however,  he  can 
"shoot"'  his  line  five  or  six  feet  on  the  final 
forward  cast  when,  if  the  wind  does  not  inter- 
fere, his  fly  will  drop  softly  as  a  bit  of  down 
upon  the  water.  Again  the  Goddess  of  For- 
tune smiled  as  this  shoot  was  made  and  the  fly 
fluttered  down  about  a  foot  beyond  where  the 
trout  had  just  risen.  That  magnetic  little 
"Hip"  was  heard,  and  the  angler  stripped  in  a 
sweeping  reach  of  line  and  struck  at  the  :ame

Eastern  waters  years  ago,  made  rapid  growth 
and  attained  large  size,  and  because  of  these 
characteristics  the  State  of  New  York  consid- 
ered it  destructive  and  unsuitable  for  planting 
in  waters  inhabited  by  the  Eastern  brook  trout; 
much  the  same  results  may  -be  expected  in 
some  streams  where  the  rainbow  or  steelhead, 
or  the  cutthroat  trout  are  being  propagated. 
These  American  salmon  trout  all  make  rapid 
growth  and  attain  larger^  size  than  "Forltinalis." 
Again  in  some  instances  it  is  significant  to  note 
that  the  rainbow  and  Eastern  brook  trout  seem 
more  than  able  to  hold  their  own  with  the  cut- 
throat (or  native  Rocky  Mountain)  trout.  I 
have  fished  a  number  of  smaller  streams  where 
>&e.jCutthroat  was  native,  and  the  only  species 
roilHEl  there  until  after  the  rainbow. .and,  East-

Among  the  various  kinds  of  trout  experi- 
mented with  in  American  waters,  the  rainbow 
trout,  of  the  genus  "Irideus,"  and  the  Eastern 
brook  trout  (Salvelinus  Fontirtalis)  have  met 
with  greater  general  success  as  a  result  of  ar- 
tificial propagation  and  for  some  years  have 
been  the  two  species  most  extensively  used  for 
stocking  our  trout  strean\s.  The  rainbow  is 
now  established  in  the  high  mountain  streams 
of  the  northern  Rockies,  in  the  Ozarks  of  Mis- 
souri, and  the  Southern  Appaiachians,  and  has 
proved  its  adaptability  in  Eastern  waters,  where 
^  it  became  resident  in  many  of  the  mountain 
streams,  which  years  ago  were  depleted  of 
"Fontinalis,"  the  native  trout  of  that  region, 
the  changed  conditions  there  being  unfavorable 
to  the  Eastern  brook  trout.  But,  on  the  other 
hand,  if  we  follow  the  planting  made  of  East- 
ern brook  trout  in  the  West  we  find  that  this 
fish  has  done  remarkably  well  there,  particu- 
larly in  the  lakes  and  smaller  streams  of  the 
Rocky  Mountain  region,  the  low  temperature 
and  wild  undisturbed  character  of  these  West- 
ern waters  exactly  suiting  this  beautiful 
"charr."  The  subject  of  trout  propagation  in 
this  country  required  .  much  .  experimentation 
with  various  native  and  certain  foreign  species 
to  determine  which  varieties  would  prove  of 
highest  economic  value  for  the  different  waters. 
In  the  beginning  of  this  work,  the  probability 
of  there  being  an  economic  side  to  this  subject 
worth  considering  seems  to  have  been  over- 
looked or  forgotten,  in  the  anxiety  to  hatch 
and  plant  fish;  the  fact  that  certain  species 
when  associated  'in  the  same  stream  might 
prove^  antagonistic,  or  excessively  destructive 
one  to  the  other,  was  not  taken  into  account. 
Tlius  a  variety  of  both  native  and  foreign  trout 
were  planted  indiscriminately.  If  this  side  of 
the  subject  just  mentioned  had  been  given  a 
little  thought,  and  an  experimental  trial  when 
the  carp  was  first  brought  to  this  country,  this 
obnoxious  fish  would  probably  never  have  got- 
ten into  our  waters.  After  years  of  effort,  in- 
curring the  expenditure  of  much  money,  there 
are  now  many  of  our  trout  waters  in  which 
may  be  found  two  or  three  or  more  species  of 
trout.  Perhaps  these  may  be  those  already 
mentioned,  or  the  Rocky  Mountain  or  cutthroat 
trout,  the  Loch  Leven.  or  the  German  or  brown 
trout.  Anglers  of  wide  experience  who  have 
fished  such  waters  undoubtedly  have  noticed 
that  their  catch  represented  several  different 
kinds  of  trout,  and  in  some  instances  that  there 
were  more  of  one  particular  species  than  of 
any  other;  now  when  this  occurs  time  after 
time  in  a  trout  stream  throughout  the  fishing 
season,  exclusive  of  the  spawning  .season  of 
these  fishes,  it  is  a  pretty  safe  conclusion  to 
assume  that  this  species  which  apparently  Is 
more  plentiful  than  the  others,  is  becoming,  or 
has  become,  the  "dominant"  trout  in  that  wa-  ' 
ter.  Whether  or  not  it  is  advisable  to  place 
several  species  of  trout  in  any  particular  stream 
would  depend  upon  a  number  of  things,  but  I 
believe  that  if  any  species,  by  reason  of  its 
combativeness  or  on  account  of  its  attaining 
unusual  size  or  by  other  traits  of  its  nature, 
should  in  time  become  "dominant"  over  the 
others  with  which  it  was  associated,  the  weaker 
would  surely  be^crowded  out  eventually,  oroe 
destroyed.    The  brown  trout  introduce^  into

tiltimawiy.  In  Streams  where  mofeHia'rt  ttne 
species  have  been  planted  the  fact  that  all  kinds 
Introduced  were  evidently  thriving  and  increas- 
ing equally  well,  or  that  any  one  species  is 
found  in  greater  abundance,  sufficient  to  jus- 
tify being  classed  as  "dominant"  would  be  a 
subject  of  value  to  fish  propagators  and  of  in- 
terest to  anglers;  and  such  data,  if  reliable  and 
properly  observed,  could  be  the  means  of 
avoiding  further  experimentation  with  fishes  in 
waters  where  repeated  failure  or  unsatisfactory 
results  had  followed  previous  plantings.  Cer- 
tainly the  outcome  of  attempts  in  fish  propa- 
gation made  in  the  past  should  to  a  great  ex- 
tent guide  and  determine  what  the  efforts  of 
th6  future  shall  be.  This  suggests  the  advisa- 
bility of  classifying  our  streams  according  to 
the  kinds  of  trout  which  are  best  adapted,  and 
known  to  predominate  in  them.  But  time 
brings  changes;  the  conditions  along  a  certain 
stream  to(^ay  may  be  very  different  a 
year  or  two  hence,  and  all  trout  are  more  or 
less  migratory,  but  they  will  remain  wherever 
they  find  a  congenial  environment,  or,  being 
dissatisfied,  will  migrate  in  search  of  suitable 
surroundings,  so  we  must  rely  on  the  know- 
ledge gained"  through  years  of  experience  and 
at  the  outset  plant  them  with  good  judgment.

"1  believe  that  the  vast  masses  of  men  in 
'uniform  maintained  by  the  Continental  Powers 
at  the  present  time  are  enormously  overrated 
as  fighting  machines.  The  military  ascend- 
ancy of  the  future  lies  with  the  country  that 
dares '  to  experiment  most,  that  experi- 
ments best,  and  meanwhile  keeps  its  ac- 
tual fighting  force  fit  and  admirable  and  small 
and  flexible. 

"The  experience  of  war  during  the  last  fif- 
teen years  has  been  to  show  repeatedly  the 
enormous  defensive  power  of  small,  scientifi- 
cally handled  bodies  of  men. 

A  WASTE  OF  RESOURCES 

"And  if  too  big  an  army  is  likely  to  be -a 
mere  encumbrance  in  war,  it  is  perhaps  even 
,'  still  graver  blunder  to  maintain  one  during 
that  conflict  of  preparation  which  is  at  pres- 
ent the  European  sul^stitute  for  actual  hos- 
tilitier.  It  consumes.  It  produces  nothing.  It 
not  only  eats  and  drinks  and  wears  out  its 
c'othes  and  withdraws  men  from  industry,  but 
under  the  stress  of  invention  it  needs  constant- 
ly to  be  re-armed  and  freshly  equipped  at  an 
expenditure  proportionate  to  its  size.  So  long 
as  the  conflict  of  preparation  goes  on,  then 
the  bigger  the  army  your  adversary  maintains 
tinder  arms  the  bigger  is  his  expenditure  and  the 
.  less  his  earning  power.  And  for  Great  Britain 
an  attempt  to  create  a  conscript  army  would 
involve  the  very  maximum  of  moral  and  ma- 
terial exhaustion  with  the  minimum  of  military 
efficiency.  It  v/ould  be  a  disastrous  waste  of 
resources  that  we  need  n^ost  urgently  for 
other  things. 

"Great  Britain  has  in  her  armor  ^  a  gap 
more  dangerous  and  vital  than  any  mere  nu- 
merical insufficiency  of  men  or  ships.  She  is 
short  of  minds.  Behind  its  strength  of  current 
armaments  today,  a  strength  that  begins  to 
evaporate  and  grow  obsolete  from  the  very 
moment  it  comes  into  being,  a  country  needs 
more  and  more  this  profounder  strength  of  in- 
tellectual and  creative  activity. 

WANTED,  RESEARCH 
"We  need  a  new  arm  to  our  service;  we 
need  it  urgently,  and  we  shall  need  it  more  and 
more,  and  that  arm  is  Research.  We  need  to 
place  inquiry  and  experiment  upon  a  new  foot- 
ing altogether,  to  enlist  for  them  and  organize 
them,  to  secure  the  pick  of  our  young  chem- 
ists and  physicists  and  engineers,  and  to  get 
them  to  work  systematically  upon  the  antici- 
pation and  preparation  of  our  future  war  equip- 
ment. We  need  a  service  of  invention  to  re- 
cover our  lost  lead  in  these  matters."'

THE  HARMONY  OF  COLORS 


The  principle  that  the  sensation  of  white 
results  from  the  equal  excitement  of  sensations 
produced  by  the  three  fundamental  radiations 
is  deduced  naturally  from  an  analysis  of  the 
rules  of  the  harmony  of  colors.  Colored  lights 
do  not  focus  at  the  same  point.  Therefore  the 
eye  must  seize  different  distances  at  the  same 
time  in  order  to  see  when  different  colored 
surfaces  touch.  The  difference  of  refrangibility 
of  the  different  colored  rays  causes  some  colors 
to  stalid  out  and  others  to  stand  back.  Red  is 
the  most  "flying"  or  "tapering"  of  the  colors, 
a  red  object  always  appearing  to  be  farther 
away  than  a  blue  object,  though  it  Is  seen  on 
the  same  plane  and  in  the  same  light. — Har- 
per's.

THE  APOSTLE  OF  GREENLAND 

The  conversion  of  the  Eskimo  in  that  re- 
mote and  bleak  dependency  of  Denmark, 
Greenland,  was  agitated  as  early  as  1710  by 
Hans  Egade,  who  has  become  historic  as  the 
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delegates,  elected  at  the  first  meeting  of  each 
Session  to  represent  their  country  on  the  Coun- 
cil of  the  Congress. 

The  Twelfth  Session  is  to  be  held. in  Can- 
ada, '">"  the  invitation  of  the  Dominion  anc 
Ontario  Governments,  the  Canadian  Mining  In- 
■ititute,  and  the  Royal  Society  of  Canada.  The 
chief  ol^ject  of  the  Congress  is,  briefly,  the 
advancement  of  knowledge  concerning  the 
earth  both  in  the  field  of  pure  geological  sci- 
ence and  in  its  application  to  the  arts  and  in- 
clustries,  through  the  association  and  co-oper- 
ation of  leadit'ig  geologists  and  engineers  ol 
3.11  nations.  The  more  important  methods  by 
which  it  endeavors  to  accoinplish  its  aims  are: 
(1)  Meetings,  (2)  publications,  (3)  Interna- 
tional committees,  (4)  excursions  and  (5) 
prizes. 

The  following  excerpt  from  the  Secono 
Circulai',  issued  by  the  Executive  Committee 
mav  serve  to  suggest  the  value  of  the  Con- 


its  developments  and  discoveries,  as  announced 
in  the  press  and  technical  papers. 

The  Congress  will  hold  its  Twelfth  Session 
In  Toronto,  Ontario,  from  August  7th  to  14th 
next.  The  headquarters  will  be  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Toronto.  A  number  of  excursions  have 
been  arranged  to  take  place  before,  during, 
and  after  the  Session.  Particulars  of  these, 
and  of  matters  generally  in  connection  with  the 
holding  of  the  Twelfth  Session,  are  included 
in  the  Second  Circular,  obiiainablc  on  ai>plica- 
tlon  to  the  secretary,  Mr, -W.  Stanley  Lecky, 
Victoria  Memorial  Museunr,  Ottawa.

PIONEERS   OF   TELEGRAPHY 

Telegraph  engineering  has  lost  another  of 
its   few   remaining   pioneers  by   the   death   on 
April    14,    at   the   age  of   8  2,    of   Mr.    Edward 
Brailsford   Bright.        The   name  of  Bright  has 
been  pre-eminently  associated  with  telegraphy 
by   land   and   sea  ever  since  the   invention   of 
the  electric   telegraph.      Edward    Bright,   elder 
brother  to  the  late  Sir  Charles  Tilston  Bright. 
of  Atlantic  cable  fame,   was  a  de.scendant  of 
the  oltj  Hallamshire  family  of  that  name.    Ed- 
ward,   born  in    1831,   was  the  second  son  of 
Brailsford  Bright.     At  a  time  when  he  and  his 
younger  brother,  Charles,  were  about  to  go  to 
Oxford,  financial  misfortune  attended  the  fam- 
ily,   and  the   two  sons  had   forthwith   to   turn 
their  attention   to   more  immediate  profitable 
occupations  than  the  pursuit  of  classics.  Cooke 
and  Wheatstone's  electric  telegraph  had  lately 
been  instituted  under  the  aegis  of  the  Electric 
Telegraph  Company,   which   the   two  brothers 
joined  in   1847,  when  respectively  16  and  13 
years  old.

Capital  would  never  have  been 
found  for  the  vast  system  of  submarine  cables 
throughout  the  world  without  the  aid  of  this 
invention,  which  enables  repairing  vessels  to 
go  at  onca  to  the  scene  of  damage. 

In  1851  Charles  left  the  "Electric"  Com- 
pany, and  became  engineer  to  the  lately-form- 
ed British  Telegraph  Company;  whilst  Edward 
joined  the  Magnetic  Telegraph  Company.  In 
1852,  when  only  2  1  years  old,  Edward  Bright 
became  manager  of  the  ''Magnetic"  Company. 
During  1854  the  brothers  were  heavily  bur- 
dened in  completing  the  enormous  network  of 
telegraphic  wires — thousands  of  miles  in  all — 
that  had  been  constructed  under  their  direction 
with  wonderful  rapidity  throughout  the  king- 
dom. 

INVENTORS'  FATE 

In  the  following'  year  young  Bright 
thought  out  another  important  invention  with 
his  brother.  This  consisted  of  a  system  of  du- 
plex telegraphy,  fully  described,  in  the  same 
specification.  This  was  worked  successfully 
between  London  and  Birmingham.  The  busi- 
ness of  some  of  the  early  telegraph  companies 
with  which  the  Brights  were  connected  flour- 
ished, so  well  that  they  were  able  to  pay  divi- 
dends as  high  as  15  per  cent  per  annum,  the 
"Magnetic"  Company  maintaining  a  steady 
dividend  of  not  less  than  1  2  per  cent  for  a 
number  of  years.  On  the  transfer  of  the  in- 
land telegraphs  to  the  State,  Edward  Bright  in 
1869  became  an  independent  engineer.  As  in 
the  case  of  Sir  Charles,  though  a  prolific  in- 
ventor and  able  engineer.  Edward  Bright  died 
a  poor  man.  which  indeed  he  had  been  since 
his  retirement  some  years  ago. 

His  nephew.  Mr.  Charles  Bright,  F.R.S.E., 
author  of  the  well-known  work  on  "Subma- 
rine Telegraphs,"  is  now  the  sole  representa- 
tive of  the  prominent  part  played  by  this  fam- 
ily in  the  pioneering  and  development  of 
electro-telegraphy.  Jointly  with  the  latter, 
Edward  Bright  produced  in  1898  a  biography 
of  the  late  Sir  Charles    (who  died  ten  years 

earlier).

She  was  sending,  she  wrote,  a  cross  which  she 
begged  him  to  drop  into  the  sea  at  the  spot 
where  the  disaster  occurred. 

The  cfoss  came  in  due  time,  a  simple  cross 
of  wood,  fashioned  rudely  enough  ,by  the 
mother's  fingers,  and  one  night,  as  the  great 
vessel  nfiared  Newfoundland,  for  the  space  of 
a  minute  her  engines  ceased  to  pulse,  and  the 
little  <vooden  cross,  weighted  with  lead,  sank 
beneath  the  waves  of  the  Atlantic.

LONDON'S  THEATRICAL  SLUMP 


From  London  comes  the  news  as  related 
in  the  newspapers  about  the  great  theatrical 
"slump"  this  season.  What  has  happened  is 
that  out  of  a  score  or  more  of  whole-evening 
plays  put  up  for  a  run  at  the  West-end  thea- 
tres during  tiie  past  month,  there  iiave  been 
roughly,  at  least,  a  dozen  failures,  either  com- 
parative or  complete. 

Tlie  idea  that  these  failures  have  been  due 
to  tiie  rivalry  of  the  rag-lime  revues  may  be 
put  out  of  court  at  once.  If  the  revues  took 
people  away  from  anything,  it  would  be  musi- 
cal comedy,  which  appeals  to  the  same  public 
o\  more  or  less  frivolous  folk,  and  "nuts"  and 
"flappers"  of  all  cla.sses.  But  all  the  musical 
comedies  have  been  going  on  as  strongly  as 
ever,  if  not  more  so.  What  the  revue  is  really 
rivalling  is.  of  course,  just  the  rest  of  the  pro- 
gramme at  its  own  music  hall  home. 

Can  it  he,  then,  thai  the  public  as  a  whole 
is  losing  its  taste  for  good  plays  well  played, 
and  that  genius  puts  forth  its  finest  efforts  in 
vain.  Here  again  nearly  everything  points  to 
the  contrary.  There  is,  for  instance,  the  reilly 
tremendous  success  of  Mr.  Forbes-Robertson's 
.season  at  Drury  Lane,  where  the  "National 
Iheatre,"  usually  empty  at  this  thne,  is  Ci^owd* 
ed  every  night  to  the  dottt»S  toiee  |j^i|^  oi  i^^ 
highest  and  purest  qo»I|t;)r.

Among  othei|jj|||K,.-and  triumphant  successes 
may  be  set  dPw^feought  and  Paid  For"  at  the 
New,  "The  Headmaster"  at  the  Playhouse, 
'General  John  Regan"  at  the  Apollo,  "The 
"Schoolmistress"  at  the  Vaudeville,  and  "The 
Great  .Adventure"  nt  the  Kingsway — all  in 
iheir  different  ways  tlioroughly  intelligent 
plays.  Several  more  recent  productions,  too, 
such  as  "Typhoon"  at  the  Haymarket,  are 
shaping  to  the  same  end. 

Not  least,  anyone  who  has  seen  the  huge 
popular-price  audience  that  delights  nightly  at 
the  Lyceum  in  the  Melville's  admirable  "Nell 
Gwynne"  melodrama,  will  hardly  be  talking 
of  degeneracy  in  the  dramatic  enthusiasms  of 
the  sixpenny  gallery. 

'On  the  other  hand,  there  have  been  failure? 
equally  certain.  In  point  of  fact,  what  has  hap- 
pened is  simply  that  certain  managers  have  pro- 
duced poor  plays- — timid  imilaliojis  of  past 
successes,  adaptations,  presumably  "safe"  re- 
vivals, mild  comedy-farces,  and  one-part  plays 
making  no  particularly  strenuous  call  upon  the 
nervous  energy  of  the  chief  character.

But  in  the  course  of  time  the  expression, 
"gossip,"  has  come  to  be  used  in  a  very  differ- 
ent sense,  and  nowadays  when  one  is. told  that 
•'So-and-so  is  a  dreadful  gossip!"  it  nearly  al- 
ways implies  that  they  are  scandalous  and  back- 
biting. 

And,  as  I  said  before,  there  is  such  a  vast 
difference. 

It  is  difficult  to  •write  on  the  subject  of ' 
scandal  and  scandal-mongers.  One  has  so  much 
one  would  like  to  say  on  the  subject,  and  so 
much  has  already  been  said  that  one  feels  quite 
exhausted  before  one  begins.  ' 

It  is  extraordinary  how  many  people  take 
a  real  pleasure  in  talking  evilly — -whether  ^ith 
or  without  cause — of  their  neighbors. 

And  it  is  very  hard  to  see  that, the  fact  of 
there  being  cause  for  talk  or  not  makes  any 
difference 'so  far  as  the  scandal-monger  himself 
is  concerned.  ' 

There  is  some  axiom  "the  greater  the  truth 
the  greater  the  libel"— -and  this  seems  to  ap- 
ply rather  to  what  I  mean. 

The  fact  that  there  is  cause  for  "talk"  does 
not  make  scandal  any  less  opprobrious,  or  the 
scandal-monger  any  more  charitable. 

It  is  a  .strange  thing  that  while  people  are 
often  ready,  at  all  times,  to  say  something  de- 
rogatory about  their  neighhors,  you  find  it  is 
seldom  that  they  will  go  out  of  their  way  to 
say  nice  things  about  them. 

Upon  being  asked  they  will,  perhaps,  tell 
you  that  "So-and-so  is  quite  charming,  and 
very  much  liked,"  but — mark  this — you  have 
got  to  ask  for  such  information. 

On  the  other  hand  they  will  very  often  vol- 
unteer, "Do  you  know  'So-and-so?'    They  are 
not  at  all  desirable  people,  one  hears,  .    .    . 
etc.,  etc." 

So  it  is  always  easier  to  hear  bad  things  of 
people  than  good. 

Everyone  has  a  certain  amount  of  business"' 
of  their  own  to  attend  to.  Most  people  have 
their  own  interests  and  their  own  people — why 
cannot  they  allow  other  people  to  manage 
themselves? 

By  all  means  let  us  take  an  interest  in  our 
fellow-beings. 

Nothing  can  be  so  boring  as  the  misan- 
thrope, who  being  utterly  self-centred  can  find 
nothing  to  amuse  or  interest  him  in  the  doings 
of  other  people. 

'  But  let  us  try  to  be  kindly  with  it  all.  Let 
us  leave  people  to  manage  their  own  private 
affairs — let  us  avoid  scandal,  as  we  should  the 
plague — and  incidentally  .scandal-mongers. 

Then  we  shall  enjoy  life — fo;  with  a  kindly 
spirit  and  a  keen  sense  of  humor  there  is  noth- 
ing in  life  so  amusing  and  so  interesting  as  the 
study  of  one's  fellow  mortals. 

And  we  can  afford  to  remember  that  while, 
other  people  afford  us  amusement — we.  too, 
with  our  little  weaknesses  and  foibles,  afford 
equal  amusement  in  our  turn.  So  things  are 
quite  even!

The  latest  thing  in  Paris  for  an  evening 
gown  is  to  wear  a  big,  half-open  rosette  of 
yellow,  rose,  red,  or  black,  at  the  side  of  the 
bust,  just  above  the  ceinture.  From  the  rose 
depends  a  long  piece  of  satin  or  silk  of  any 
dye  wished,  the  garnish  terminating  in  a  point. 
For  length,  three-quarters  of  a  yard,  and  for 
breadth  a  thhd  of  a  yard,  the  top  to  be  caught 
into  a  tight  frill  under  the  'rose.  This  trim- 
ming helps  to  brighten  any  dress,  but,  what 
is  of  more  importance,  it  goes  towards  produc- 
ing long  lines.  This  trimming  is  called  "la- 
valliere,".  and  we  see  such  long  loop  effects  in 
everything.  Jewelers  first  made  it  popular  in 
earrings  and  pendants. 

The  lavalliere  earring  has  never  been  be- 
loved of  the  Frenchwoman.  She  has  an  idea 
it  makes  her  years  older,  and  for  that  reason 
has  been  quite  willing  to  admire  it  on  the  Eng- 
lishwoman! This  season  at  the  Riviera  the 
earring  has  become  more  popular,  in  diamonds 
particularly,  but  it  is  not  probable  that  the  chic 
Parisienne  will  take  to  it.  The  Parisienne 
wears  earrings,  to  be  sure,  but  she  likes  the 
small  or  large  pearl  that  fastens  close  in  the 
ear.  The  very  large  white  pearl  earring  has 
been  fashionable  in  Paris  only  since  last  Sum- 
mer, when  it  was  brought  over  by  the  well- 
dressed  English  woman,  wlio,  1  may  add, 
brings  many  good  styles  to  Paris  which  are 
adopted,  and  then  sent  forth  as  "French 
modes."

COOKING  IN  SEASON 


A  SMALL  SPRING  LUNCHEON 

Eperlans   frits   au  Citron. 

Carre  d'agneau  a  la  Parisienne. 

Pommes  nouvelles  a  la  Creme. 

Spaghetti  au  Fornate. 

Poudin^  a  la  Turin. 


A  little  French  luncheon,  as  suggested  by 
the  menu,  will  perhaps  find  acceptance  as  a 
change  from  Winter  fare.  A  typical  menu, 
served  at  the  present  time  in  Paris,  ought  not 
to  commence  with  the  popular  hors  d'oeuvre. 
A  good  fish  dish,  or  an  egg  one,  is  substituted, 
and  readers  may  be  reminded  of  the  different 
ways  of  cooking  eggs  in  the  varied  and  tempt- 
ing, fanciful  ware  available.  Even  eggs  simply 
done  in  small  fireproof  individual  pots  with 
handles  come  in  very  nicely,  and  add  to  the 
daintiness  of  a  meal.  It  does  not  follow  that 
no  hors  d'oeuvres  are  put  on  the  modish  French 
luncheon  table,  but  hostesses  w^ho  choose  to 
start  a  meal  with  them  must  remember  to 
avoid  dressed-up  dishes,  and  to  put  on  just 
a  few  simple  relishes. 

In  the  luncheon  specially  arranged  a  few 
new  ideas  are  introduced,  as  well  as  seasonable 
fare.  Smelts  soaked  in  milk  and  floured  differ 
from  those  which  are  invariably  prepared  with 
egg  and  breadcrumbs.  Lamb  is  in  season  now, 
and  the  method  a  la  Parisienne  which  is  done 
by  braising  will  be  readily  accepted  instead  of 
the  stew  which  is  the  general  principle  for  deal- 
ing with  the  neck  cut.  Paris  style  includes  the 
cutting  up  of  the  meat  in  the  kitchen  and  then 
arranging  the  pieces  closely  set  together,  so 
that  the  dish  actually  gives  the  impression  that 
the  piece  is  whole. 

Daintiness  in  treating  meat  is  also  shown 
in  the  removal  of  all  the  fat  from  the  lamb 
and  the  larding  with  strips  of  bacon.  Braisiqg 
in  butter  also  adds  to  the  good  qualities  of  the 
dish.  Potatoes  dealt  with  as  in  the  recipe 
following  are  particularly  good,  for  the  cheese 
adds  to  their  appetising  qualities.  A  change 
may  be  made  by  stewing  kidney  potatoes  in 
cream.  Spaghetti  is  usually  served  as  a  separ- 
ate dish,  but  it  is  often  eaten  along  with  the 
meat  course  instead  of  a  second  vegetable. 
The  pudding  is  an  uncommon  one,  and  very 
light  and  delicately  flavored.

CHAT  AND  COMMENT 


M.  Jules  Claretie,  the  manager  of  the 
Comedie  Francaise,  says  that  dark-haired  ad- 
venturesses and  villains  are  no  longer  the 
fashion  in  plays.  The  modern  author,  indeed, 
is  fond  of  making  the  dangerous  woman  in 
his  drama  golden-haired  and  demure.  The 
evil,  dark-haired  heroine  with  flashing  dark 
eyes  is  considered  obvious,  and  all  the  new 
dramatists  aim  at  avoiding  the  obvious,  even 
at  the  price  of  missing  the  effective.  M.  Clar- 
etie does  not  say  what  has  become  of  the 
golden-haired  ingenue  dear  to  Frencli  tradition. 
Is  she  now 'dark  haired?  The  color  of  an 
actor's  or  actress's  hair  may  seem  a  trifling 
matter,  but  it  represents  a  movement  in  drama 
which  is  not  at  all  trifling.  In  old-fashioned 
plays  the  villains  were  so  bad  and  the  good 
people  were  so  good  that  there  was  little  pos- 
sibility of  mixing  them  up,  and  what  possi- 
bility there  was  was  guarded  against  by  making 
vice  dark-haired  and  dark-complexioned  and 
virtue  golden-haired  and  fair-complexioned. 
Now  dramatists  aim  at  showing  that  villains 
are  not  so  black  as  they  have  been  painted; 
that  even  wicked  people  have  their  good 
moments,  and  are  much  more  naive  and  simple- 
hearted  than  commonplace  people  suppose.  In 
the  same  way,  the  good  people  have  their 
bad  moments.  These  psychological  subtleties 
interest  the  modern  dramati.st,  and  he  tries  to 
convey  them.  He  is  not  going  to  be  handi- 
capped by  such  conventions  as  dark-haired 
villains  and  fair-haired  heroines.  In  ordinary 
melodrama,  however,  it  would  be  a  great  mis- 
take to  tamper  with  the  well-known  effects. 
Has  not  Mr.  Cecil  Raleigh  said,  "You  must 
make  your  villain  dark"?

The  civil  war  in  Mexico  has  not  ceased  with  the 
change  of  government.  Battles,  are  reported  almost 
every  day  near  the  United  States'  border  as  well  as  in 
other  parts  of  the  distracted  country.^"  In  some  places 
the  cultivation  of  fruit  and  vegetables  has  been  ; 
stopped,  to  the  great  distress  of  the  people. 

On  the  morning  of  May  to  a  stop  was  put  to  the' 
debate  on  the  Naval  Bill  by  the  passing  of  the  new  , 
rules  for  debate  called  the  Closure.  There  was  much' 
disorder.  The  House  did  not  adjourn  till  nearly  4 
o'clock.  The  bill  was  expected  to  pass  its  last  stage 
in  the  House  of  Commons  on  Thursday  of  this  week. 
It  must  then  pass  the  Senate  before  it  becomes  law. 

There  is  a  strike  in  Nanaimo  which  has  caused 
the  mines  to  close  down.  The  coal  mines  at  Lady- 
smith  and  Cumberland  are  not  getting  out  nearly  as 
much  coal  as.th?y  should.  All  this  is  very  unfor- 
tunate for  the  miners,  as  their  wives  and  children,  as 
well  as  the  shopkeepers  and  tradesmen,  are  the  chief 
sufferers. 


City  Assessor  Northcott  tells  the  people  of  Vic- 
toria that  their  property  is  worth  more  than  $112,- 
000,000.  This  is  a  vast  sum,  and  the  taxes  should  be 
enough  to  carry  on  the  business  and  improvements 
of  the  city  even  if  the  rate  of  taxation  is  not  very 
high.  In  the  last  seven  years  the  value  of  property 
has  increased  nearly  sixfold.  Not  many  cities  have 
grown  at  a  more  rapid  rate  than  this. 


Several  weeks  ago  there  was  a  report  of  the  dis- 
covery of  rich  gold  claims  on  one  of  the  creeks  near 
Atlin.  Great  numbers  of  peoole  have  gone  in,  but 
the  stories  told  have  not  been  confirmed.  That  there 
is  some  gold  in  the  creeks  and  rocks  has  been  proved, 
but  nothing  that  is  likely  to  make  the  fortune  of  the 
man  who  has  no  capital  but  his  strong  muscles. 


Mr.  Marpole  of  the  C.  P.  R.  Stated,  when  in  Vic- 
toria a  few  days  ago,  that  more  tourists  would  come 
to'  Vancouver  Island  this  Sun^mer  than  ever  before. 
This  sober  man  of  business  thinks  that  Strathcona 
Park  will  become  a  great  playground  for  the  grown- 
ups of  many  nations.  The  tourists  spend  money  In 
Victoria  and  many  of  them  fall  in  love  with  our  city 

and  come  back  to  live  here  sooner  or  later.

There  will  be  all  sorts  of  amusements  for  old  and 
ydung,  and  the  Old  English  Fair  will  show  us  how 
people   dressed   and   acted    in    Merrie   England. 

The  wireless  onerator  who  leaves  his  post,  risking 
the  lives  of  the  passengers  and  crew  of  a  ship  ia'.'.ing 
into  cjangerous  waters,  deserves  severe  punishment.

In  many  :parts  of  Canada  there 
we  happy,  prosperous  families,  who  but  for  the  Sal- 
vation Army  would  have  been  poor  and  miserable  in 
the  big  cities- Of  England. 


Hon.  W.  T.  White,  Finance  Minister,  delivered  his 
Budget  Speech  on  May  12.  This  Is  the  business  state- 
ment of  the  Canadian  Government.  Canada  is  a  very 
prosperous  country.  Her  income  is  greater  than  her 
expenditure,  and  she  is  able  to  pay  olT  some  of  her 
debt.  The  revenue  was  j5 13 6,000,000,  and  f98,000,- 
000  of  that  sum  had  been  spent.  Last  year  trade  was 
very  good,  reaching  the  vast  sum  of  ;p3 16,000,000. 
But  this  is  enough  figures  for  one  day.  No  great 
change  has  been  made  in  the  way  the  revenue  is  to  be 
raised,  but  we  have  already  learned  many  new  works 
are  planned  for  the  future. 


It  Is  said  that  the  Duke  of  Connaught'will  not  finish 
his  term  of  oflice  and  that  the  Hon.  Lewis  Harcourt 
is  likely  to  be  the  next  Governor-General.  Mr.  Har- 
court, like  Mr.  Asquith  and  Mr.  Gladstone,  does  not 
belong  to  the  House  of  Lords.  He  is  an  able  English- 
man, who  understands  how  the  business  of  the  coun- 
try should  be  done.  The  Governor-General  of  Can- 
ada has  very  little  power,  and  it  will  be  a  rest  for 
the  statesman  who  has  spent  the  last  two  years  in 
helping  to  pass  and  carry  out  important  law?,  to  fill 
such  a  position.  Mrs.  Harcourt  is  an  accomplished 
American  lady. 


Away  up  in  the  northeastern  part  of  British  Co- 
lumbia there  is  a  region  which  is  still  unexplored. 
Here  the  northern  branches  of  the  Peace  River  take 
their  rise,  but  very  little  is  known  about  the  place 
into  which  there  are  no  roads  of  any  kind.  The  Sur- 
veyor-General has  sent  an  exploration  party  into  this 
wilderness  in  charge  of  Mr.  George  Milligan.  The 
party  will  go  by  way  of  Edmonton,  and  after  learn- 
ing all  that  is  possible  about  the  country,  come  out 
next  year.  It  is  hoped  the  land  will  be  fertile  and 
the  climate  good,  and  Mr.  Cartwright,  a  practical 
farmer,  has  gone  In  to  report  on  the  land..  Mr.  MII7 
ligan  is  a  young  man,  who  received  his  education  in 
Victoria.

Sir  Robert  Perks  is  an  Engli-shman.  who  is  a  leader 
among  the  Methodists  of  the  Old  Country.

family  and  should  find  in  every  Methodist  .a  friend. 
The  advice  of  Sir  Robert  Perks  should  be  heeded,  not 
by  Methodists  only,  but  by  all  denominations.  Often 
the  church  is  the  only  place  that  is  like  home  to  new- 
comers, and  if  they  are  welcomed  there  they  will  be 
saved  from  sorrow  and  loneliness  as  well  as  temptation. 


The  suffragettes  in  England  have  planned  many 
crimes,  but  their  plots  have  been  nearly  all  discov- 
ered. How  very  real  the  danger  is  has  been  shown 
by  the  closing  of  Windsor  Castle  to  visitors  by  the 
order  of  the  King,  and  the  shutting  up  of  Blenheim 
Palace,  one  of  the  most  beautiful  in  England.  De- 
tectives and  police  guard  the  miiiisters  wherever  they 
go,  and  the  police  have  been  obliged  to  interfere  for 
the  protection  of  the  foolish  women  themselves  from 
mobs  who  were  enraged  at  their  acts.  On  the  other 
hand,  Mrs.  Millicent  Fawcett,  who  is  the  leader  of  the 
law-abiding  women  who  want  votes,  has  planned  a 
monster  meeting  in  Hyde  Park  and  a  religious  service 
in  St.  Paul's  Cathedral.  Though  Mrs.  Fawcett  has. 
worked  for  votes  for  women  nearly  all  her  life,  she 
does  not  believe  that  any  wicked  deed  should  be  done 
to  try  to  force  Parliament  to  pass  a  law  granting  this 
right  to  her  sex. 


The  Canadian  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company 
will  put  a  line  of  steamships  on  the  Pacific  as  soon  as 
the  railroad  is  finished.  Sir  William  Mackenzie  told  a 
newspaper  man  in  Toronto  that  the  road  would  be 
completed  as  far  as  the  Rocky  Mountains  in  three 
months,  and  that  a  few  months  later  the  .--oad  to  the 
Pacific  Coast  would  be  completed.  That  is,  trains 
will  be  running  from  Ouebcc  to  Vancouver  before 
next  Summer.  The  steamship  line  will  be  called  the 
Royal,  which  is  the  name  of  the  line  at  present  plying 
from  Great  Britain  t  o  Canada  across  the  Atlantic 
Ocean.  How  fast  the  commerce  of  British  Columbia 
will  grow  when  the  big  C.  P.  R.  Empresses  come,  the 
Royal  Line  is  established  and  the  Grand  Trunk  Pa- 
cific fleet  is  completed,  who  can  tell?  It  is  certain 
we  will  sbare  with  Montreal  and  other  Atlantic  ports 
the  grain  trade  of  the  Pacific,  and  that  the  valleys  of 
our   Province  will  be  filled  with  settlers. 


One  of  the  oldest  industries  in  Victoria  is  the 
Brackman-Ker  Milling  Company.  When  it  was  es- 
tablished thirty-five  years  ago  Victoria  was  a  little 
city,  there  was  no  Vancouver,  and.  except  at  New 
Westminster,  there  were  very  few  people  between 
the  Rocky  Mountains  and  the  Coast.  Not  many  Can- 
adians knew  that  the  prairies  would  soon  become  a 
vast  grain-growing  region,  and  the  C.  P.  R.  surveyors 
were  only  beginning  their  work  of  finding  a  track 
through  the  plai-ns.  There  were,  however,  quite 
enough .  people  on  Vancouver  Island  to  make  the 
grinding  of  wheat  and  oats  a  profitable  business,  and 
Mr.  Brackman,  a  man  of  wealth,  built  his  big  mill. 
Two  years  after  his  young  neighbor,  Mr.  D.  R.  Ker, 
brought  to  the  work  his  industry  and  business  abil- 
ity. The  business  prospered  as  the  cities  of  the 
Coast  and  the  Interior  grew,  affording  a  market  for-i 
rolled  oats,  flour  and  U£.A..  It  is  several  years  since 
the  firm  saiV  that  there  was  room  for  their  buiiness

Cadat  Systenu  imi  Schools 


HHRE  are  Canadians  who  object 
to  the  introduction  of  cadet  drill 
into  the  schools  because  the}' 
think  it  develops  a  spirit  of  mih- 
tarisni.  Experience  has  proved 
that  ihis  view  is  incorrect.  Hoys  thorou,i;hly 
enjoy  cadet  work  without  any  direct  conscious- 
ness of  its  relationship  to  war:  The  boy  thinks 
only  of  the  immediate  effort,  the  immediate 
discipline,  and  tiie  immediate  enjoyment,  and 
not  of  any  ultimate  and  distant  possibility. 
JhU  well  known  psychological  principle  has  a 
most  important  bearing  on  the  w:hole  question 
ot  the  desirability  of^-ij^m^iii^g -t^iti  wurk 
into  the  schools.  "-'^'if;™^": 

It  should  be  remembered  in  this  coinnec» 
tion  that  spldieis  (io  ^l^^use  war^  ,  Grave 
(tis^Qsions  between  liiHoltiis  result  from  differ. 
ettc^Tbetw.een  fliepoliOcal  and,  fimuidal  tead» 
ersVpf  different  countries^  and  hot  from  any« 
thj^ithe  'soldit;rs  M  the  rival  countries  say 
or ''lb.  The  soldier  Is  not  the  war-monger. 
He'fermore  likely  t-o  tybcome  the  war  victim. 
'jjthere  are  men  who  attack  those  who  ad- 
vocate cadet  work  in  the  schools,  and  who 
chji»|;e  them  with  approving  of  "conscription." 
Tl^  charge  has  absolutely  no  foundation.  The 
ca4#  system  is  a  rational  substitute  for  con- 
scilptiph.     It  avoids  all  the  evils  of  conscrip- 


iiof^^  and  It  aeveiaps  xh&  best  giements  bf  hu- 
m^n  power  and  character,  while  at  the  same

tl^<^,^tidpie  of  universal  Training  are  evident- 
ly ^iM:^>WMr«^>i>jy]ie/f  act  that,  the  la,w  ©f  Can- 
ada now  recqpices  tt^e  princ^te  that  all  men, 
with  comparktJvely  few  eibeption^,  are  re- 
sponsible for  the  defence  of  t^eir  country.  Be- 
tween the  ages  of  eighteen  a^'d  forty-five,  in- 
clusive, men ,  are  now,  by  law,  liable  to  be 
called  upon  wh(!^  necessary  to  do  military. 
service  in  the  dembe  of  their  country*...^  ^There 
is  no  logical  basis  for  good  citizensl^l^^iia  the 
one  that  recognizes  a  man's  duties  to  his  coun- 
try. There  is  no  proper  system  of  training  in 
citizenship  that  ddeiS  not. make  all  children — 
girls  as  well  as  boys — conscious  of  their  re- 
sponsibilities as  individual  units  in  their  coun- 
try. Boys  should  understand..,tj»l|hey  will  be- 
come responsible  for  the  'lUftKe  of  their 
homes  and  their  country  when  they. reach  the 
age  of  eighteen.  They  should  be  trained  to 
use  their  influence  to  avoid  war;  but  the  fun<<t  I.}: 
damental  principle  is  that  they  are  liable  hy^^' 
law  to  giye  their  services  to  defend  their 
country  when  necessary  in  return  for  the  privi- 
leges they  enjoy  as  citizens. 

It  is  an  indefensible  moral  ideal  that  9.  ipan 
should  enjoy  the  many  rights  of .  citijtillii^ 
without  recognizing  his  resp<^pWHty  for  the 
duties  of  citizenship. 

The  advocates  of  a  Cadet  System  do  not 
wish  any  change  in  the  law  which  makes  every 
man  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  forty- 
five  years  responsible  for  the  defence  of  "his 
country.  They  do,  however,  regard  it  as  a 
grievous  mistake  to.  make  all  men  within  these 
age  limits  liable  for  military,  service,  as  the 
law  now  does,  without  providing  iri  some  way 
for  their  training  in  order  that  they  may  be 
able  to  render  efficient  service  without  the  ter- 
rible sacrifice  of  life  that  would  naturally  re- 
sult from  the  vain  attempts  of  masses  of  un- 
trained men  to  perform  the  duty  required  of 
them. 

Universal  liability  for  defence  service  is  un- 
questionably right.  This  being  true,  it  clearly 
follows  that  all  men  should,  in  some  way,  be 
prepared  to  perform  the  duty  laid  upon  them 
by  their  country.  The  country  that  demands 
universal  service  without  providing  some  ade- 
quate system  of  universal  training  for  the  men 
on  whom  it  properly  lays  the  duty  is  culpably 
negligent. 

The  question  to  be  solved  really  is:  What 
is  the  most  effective  and  the  most  economical 
system  for  giving  universal   training? 

The  Cadet  System  has  the  following,  mer- 
its from  the  national  standpoint: 

1.  It  is  given  at  a  time  when  lessons 
learned  by  operative  processes  are  never  for- 
gotten. Drill  is  an  operative  process.  Oper- 
ative processes  are  not  recorded  in  the  mem- 
ories, but  in  the  lives  of  students. 

2.  It  costs  the  country  less  to  train  the 
coming  citizens  in  the  schools  than  in  any 
other  way, 

3.  It  intereferes  with  the  ordinary  duties 
III  men  less  than  any  other  possible  plan  to 
have  the  foundation  of  military  drill  given  in 
the  schools. 

It  qualifies,  the  men  of  the  country  for 


is  di.sciolined  ihrougii  wliolesome  exercises, 
some  of  which  have  had  a  military  origin,  and 
some  have  "not.  Any  possible  objection  to  a 
Cadet  Corps  applies  with  equal  force  to  a 
Boys'  Brigade. 

The  following  are  the  general  advantages 
of  Cadet  training  to  the  Cadets  them.selve.<: 

/I.  It  provides  an  excellent  setting-up  drill 
tor  boys  physically.  Boys  whose  teachers, 
parents  and  physicians"  have  tried  earnestly  to 
train  to  sit  and  to  stand  properly  without  suc- 
cess, in  most  cases  respond  at  once  to  drill 
and  become  new  physical  types.  Drillexercises 
are  good  for 'the  general  physical  develop- 
J^y,  but  they  produce  better  effects 
^iHmbnal  stren|T|h  and  it

good.  The  physical,  the  intellectual  and  the 
moral  natures  react  on  each  other.  They 
should  be  tramed  in  harmony,  in  order  that 
each  individual  may  reach  his  best  develop- 
ment in  the  three  departments  of  his  nature. 

Every  parent  in  Canada  who  has  sons  at 
tbc  Royal  Military   finllpgr,    and    every  man 


he  learn  his  supreme  value  as  a  social  unit,  as 
one  working  with  and  for  humanity.  The 
true  ideals  of  social  unity  and  social  relation- 
ship cannot  be  communicated  vitally  to  chil- 
dren or  to  adults  by  words  alone.  They  must 
be  defined  by  action;  by  united  effort  under 
directive  law  for  the  achievement  of  a  com- 
mon purpose.  There  is  no  other  form  of  co- 
operative activity  that  so  clearly  reveals  to  a 
boy  the  need  of  putting  forth  his  best  efforts 
in  harmony  with  his  comrades  ao  drill. 

''.  Drill  trains  a  boy  to  be  careful  of  his 
language  and  manners,  and  to  value  neatness 
and  cleanliness  in  his  clothing  and  person,  and 
thus  develops  a  conscious  personal  dignity, 
which  is  an  important  element  in  character. 

That  our  sy.stem  of  government  is  demo-

POWER  OF  SECOND  CHAMBER

century  even  to  embarrass  the  Government 
except  in  debate,  and,  it  might  be,  in  regard 
to  the  details  of  Bills,  but,  it  had  never  been 
able  to  threaten  their  existence.  Did  they 
suppose  that  a  Second  Chamber,  if  elected, 
was  not  going  to  follow  the  example  set  bv 
the  Senate  of  the  United  States  and  the  Senate

libefl^^^lHnd   have  a  true  consciousness    of 
what  is  meant  by  "liberty  under  law,"  is  one 
of  the  strongest  foundations  of  character.  This 
recognition  of  law  gives  a  man  a  deeper  and 
broader  conception  of  this  true  attitude  to  his 
fellowmen  and  to  his  duty. 

4;  It  develops  a  boy's  genuine  patriot- 
ism; not 'an  arrogant  or  offensive  consQious- 
ness  of  national  importance,  but  a  genuine 
faith  in  himself  and  his  country.  Such  a  faith 
is  one  of  the  basic  elements  of  a  strong  and 
balanced  moral  character.  In  many  parts  of 
Canada,  a  great  many  foreign  boys  are  mak- 
ing a  new  home.  There  is  no  other  process  by 
which  they  can  be  made  proud  of  their  King, 
their  new  country,  their  flag,  and  the  institu- 
tions it  represents  so  quickly  and  so  thoroughly 
as  by  wearing  the  King's  uniform,  and  keep- 
ing step  to  patriotic  British-Canadian  music 
behind  the  Union  Jack  as  part  of  a  patriotic 
organization  along  with  British-Canadian  boys. 
In  this  way  a  patriotic  spirit  enters  a  boy's 
heart  and  life. 

5.  Drill  does  more  to  develop  the  spirit 
of  patriotism.  It  reveals  to  a  boy  his  value  as 
a  citizen,  and,  therefore,  his  responsibility  for 
the  performance  of  his  duties  as  a  citizen  not 
merely  in  defence  of  his  country,  but  in  the 
highest  development  of  his  country  in  all  de- 
partments of  national  life. 

6.  Cadet  drill  helps  to  make  a  boy  exe- 
cutive, and  executive  training  is  the  training 
that  gives  real  practical  value  to  all  other 
kmds  of  training.  One  of  the  greatest  causes 
of  failure  in  the  schools  of  the  past  was  the 
lack  of  executive  training. 

7.  .All  modern  advances  in  education  are 
based  on  a  reverent  recognition  of  the  value 
of  the  individual  soul,  and  of  the  supreme 
need  of  its  development.  Drill  gives  a  boy  an 
opportunity  to  learn  the  value  of  individual 
training  and  of  individual  effort  by  experience 
better  than  any  other  school  work  except  or- 
ganized play,  or  organized  work  in  Manual 
Training  or  some  other  form  of  employment. 
Each  boy  knows  from  the  first  that  the  stand- 
ing of  the  Company  depends  on  the  work  of 
eacli  individual  boy.  He  knows  also  that  his 
failure  brings  discredit  on  his  Company.  This 
knowledge  will,  in  due  time,  reveal  to  him  the 
need  of  his  life  work  to  aid  his  community 
and  his  country  to  their  highest  development. 

8.  Drill  defines  in  a  boy's  mind  the  need 
of  active  co-operation  with  his  fellows — boys 
and  men.  It  is  very  important  that  each  man 
shall  become  con.scious  of  the  value  of  his  own 
individuality.

(1)  Joint  action  between  Education  Au-

(2)  A  higher  age  for  leaving  school. 

(3)  Compulsory  continuation  schools. 

(4)  The  medical  and  physical  side  of  edu- 
cation. It  is  a  bad  bargain  to  send  ill  children 
to  school. 

(5)  A  standard  for  secondary  scMpMl^- 
volving  registration  and  inspection. 

(6)  He  thought  it  ought  not  to  be  impos- 
sible to  devise  means  by  which  those  parents 
who  preferred  that  their  children  should  attend 
a  school  of  an  undenominational  character 
should  have  a  better  chance  of  gratifying  their 
wishes  than  they  had  at  the  present  moment. 
Nor  did  he  despair  of  getting  over  the  difficulty 
that  lay  in  the  giving  of  special  religious  in- 
struction by  particular  denominations. 

(7)  They  could  not  co-ordinate  their  sys- 
tem without  incurring  heavy  costs.  The  Eng- 
lishman paid  his  taxes  in  sorrow,  but  he  paid 
his  rates  in  anger. 

LOi^..fclALDANE'S  LAMENT 
Lord  il|y||pp  said  t hat  he  had  great  re- 
spect an3  some  apprehension  of  the  progress 
the  French  and  the  Germans  were  making  in 
aerial  science,  but  he  had  far  less  apprehension 
about  that  than  he  had  about  the  progress  they 
were  making  in  educational  science.  Foreign 
nations  were  making  advances  in  a  way  that 
seemed  to  be  a  menace  to  us.  Lord  Haldane 
then  described  the  work  being  done  by  Dr. 
Kerschensteiner  at  .Munich  in  regard  to  compul- 
sory continuation  schools,  and  how  it  had  got 
the  active  sympathy  of  employers  because  they 
found  their  apprentices  keener  at  their  work 
because  of  the  instruction.  He  said  that  as  a 
Government  they  were  behind. 

"In  tliese  days  of  science  and  of  new  organ- 
ization of  capital,  of  international  competition 
for  the  first  place,  how  were  we  going  to  keen 
our  position?  By  organization,  by  science,  and 
by  training  our  people.'  Yes,  but  that  was  not 
enough.  In  order  to  get  the  material  out  of 
which  they  could  produce  their  big  men,  they 
must  not  confine  the  training  only  to  the  well- 
to-do.  They  had  got  to  raise  the  general  edu- 
cational level  of  the  country.  When  he  was 
at  the  War  Office  he  was  appalled  to  find  that 
13  per  cent,  of  the  recruits  could  not  read  or 
write.  They  had  been  taught,  but  the  moment 
they  got  out  of  school  they  forgot  all  about  it. 
There  were  no  continuation  schools,  and  there 
was  no  encouragement  to  them  to  continue 
their  education." 

Mr.  J.  A.  Pease  says  that  since  1905  there 
has  been  a  reduction  of  410,000  children  in 
the  non-provided  schools,  who  have  been  trans- 
ferred to  provided  schools,  plus  106,000  new 
children.

it  were  true.  He  was,  however,  prepared  to 
admit  that  they  stood  less  well  in  the  opinion 
of  the  country  (hear,  hear).  He  did  not 
think  that  a  debate  in  the  House  of  Commons 
was  looked  to  in  all  parts  of  the  kingdom  and 
abroad  and  among  their  fellow-sulijects 
across  the  seas  with  the  same  respect  or  inter- 
est or  attention  as  it  was  when  he  was  a  youn- 
ger politician  (hear,  hear).  If  that  was  so,  it 
was  a  great  tragedy;  it  was  a  tragedy  which 
had  its  parallels — ^Indeed,  which  was  exceeded 
in  other  countries. 

DE\fOCRATIC  TENDENCIES 
Those,  he  continued,  who  were,  like  him- 
self, sincerely  democratic  in  the  sense  of  say- 
ing that  the  deliberate  will  of  the  community 
must  prevail,  must  be  alarmed  at  the  fact  that 
in  so  many  countries  where  democracy  (so 
far  as  paper  constitutions  could  make  it)  really 
ruled  the  whole  destinies  of  the  nation,  demo- 
cracy seemed  incapable  in  many  cases  of 
creating  an  assembly  representing  it.<;elf  to 
which  it  could  pay  the  smallest  tribute  of 
respect.  They  had  not  got  to  that  Let  them 
reflect  whether  they  were  not  getting  towards 
it.  If  he  were  right,  it  was  a  most  serious 
danger  ahead  of  free  institutions  throughout 
the  world,  which  might  In  the  long  run,  and 
after  his  public  career  was  over,  show  itself 
in  a  steady  deterioration  of  the  credit  in  which 
the  House  of  Commons  stood,  and  perhaps 
not  merely  the  Hou.se  of  Commons,  but  that 
future  Second  Chamber  which  in  some  shape 
or  another  was  quite  certain  to  have  a  great 
elected  element  in  it.  He  saw  not  merely  this 
danger  ahead  of  them,  but  other  dangers  pe- 
culiar to  ourselves. 

All  members  of  the  House  of  Commons 
looked  with  alarm  upon  the  manner  in  which 
free  debate  had  been  checked,  or  had  had 
to  be  checked,  which  had  greatly  destroyed 
the  interest  of  the  House  of  Commons  in 
itself. 

There  was  another  danger.  The  course  of 
recent  constitutional  changes  had  been  to 
limit — or,  as  some  people  thought,  to  destroy

THE  MAD  MONARCH 


Otto,  the  mad  monarch  of  Ravaria,  wa? 
born  sixty-five  years  ago,  and  has  been 
the  nominal  ruler  for  over  a  quarter  of  a  cen- 
tury. Immured  in  a  castle  in  the  forests  of 
Furstenreid.  the  unhappy  king  knows  nothing 
of  what  takes  place  beyond  the  walls  of  his 
prison.  The  formal  announcement  of  the 
death  of  the  regent  and  the  succession  of  an- 
other, which  was  read  in  his  presence,  meant 
nothing  to  him.  Otto  became  King  of  Ba- 
varia in  1886,  following  the  suicide  of  his  in- 
sane brother,  but  even  then  his  mind  was 
swarming  with  insane  fancies,  and  he  was  un- 
fit to  rule.  Some  sixteen  years  before  that  he 
had  given  indications  of  having  inherited  the 
family  malady.  Otto's  first  place  of  confine- 
ment was  the  Castle  of  the  Nymphs,  near  Mun- 
ich. At  that^  time  his  fits  of  insanity  were  only 
occasional,  and  in  his  sane  periods  he  begged 
pitifully  to  passing  peasants  to  rescue  him,  de- 
claring that  he  was  the  victim  of  persecution. 
So  powerful  was  his  appeal  that  a  plot  was  ac- 
tually framed  to  storm  the  castle,  and  free  the 
imprisoned  monarch.  The  details  of  the  plan 
reached  the  ears  of  the  authorities,  who  re- 
rnoved  Otto  to  the  distant  castle  of  Fursten- 
ried.  Once  he  managed  to  escape,  but  was 
soon  found,  and  since  then  he  has  been  con- 
stantly under  observation.  The  mad  monarch 
believes  that  he  is  in  communication  with  spir- 
its, and  for  hours  at  a  time  converses  with  his 
imaginary  celestial  visitors.

The  relation  of  bishop  and  clergy  Is 
a  very  Intimate  one,  and  still  more  so 
when  the  bishop  is  the  old  rector  of  the 
church,  and  his  successor  i.s  of  neces- 
sity In  the  closest  touch  with  him.  I 
hove  been  brought  very  near  to  many 
of  his  oldest  frl'rnds;  and  what  you.

vant  of  the  Lord.  There  J»^P;1||i:nlty 
like  it,  to  be  a  minister  of  the  King  of 
Kings,  all  earthly  honors  fade  into  in- 
significance beside  this  honor  given 
from -the  courts  of  heaven. 

All  Christians,  all  God's  people  in  all 
ages,  are  His  servants;  but  so  supreme- 
ly had  Moses  recognized  his  place  and 
position,  so  well  had  he  served,  so  dili- 
gtnt  and  faithful  had  he  been,  that  his 
great  memorial  consi.st.«;  in  this  fact 
above  all  others,  that  he  was  the  ser- 
V8nt  of  the  Lord. 

In  many  respects  Moses  was  unique: 
"There  arose  not  a  prophet  since  in 
Israel  like  unco  Moses,"  until  the  com- 
ing of  the  One  who  was  called  '"that 
Prophet,"  and  whom  Moses  had  fore- 
told '"The  Lord  thy  God  will  raise  up 
up  unto  thoe  a  Prophet  from  the  midst 
ol   thy   brethren,  like  unto  me." 

Xever  was  there,  nor  will  there  ever 
be  a  lawgiver  like  Moses.  Never  a 
leader  of  men  who  will  like  him  takeout 
a  nation  from  another  nation,  and  bring 
them  into  a  promised  land.  F|ew  are 
I  tl.iMo  that  would  dare  to  compare  with 
.Mis',:;  in  Wisdom,  or  In  poetr.v.  But  in 
the  grandest  Itonor  that  belonged  to 
him,  the  one  that  in  the  hoi>r  of  death' 
shlne.s  out  most  brilliantly,  we  can  dar« 
to  challenge  even  the  right  of  Moses  to 
monopolize  this  title;  and  we  can  sav 
boldly,  "Edward  Cridge,  the  servant  of 
the  Lord." 

ZIxcelleA  In  Meekness. 
Those  of  you  who  knew  the  Bishop 
thr  best,  can  almost  dispute  the  claim 
of  Moses  to  be  the  meekest  man  on  all 
the  earth,  so  truly  did  our  beloved  one 
excel  in  the  sweet  graces  of  meekness, 
and  of  humility.  But  humble  as  he 
was,  he  knew  his  place  and  his  right; 
and,  this  title  at  least  (this,  the  highest 
of  all  titles)  he  would  not  refuse  "the 
servant  of  the  Lord."  In  his  humility 
he  might  have  prefixed  to  it  something, 
and  called  himself  (what  we  would  not) 
an  unworthy  or  an  unprofitable  .servant; 
but  from  thj  time  that  he  took  up  thci 
yoke  till  the  time  he  laid  It  down  to 
rest  from  his  labors,  he  remained  most 
truly,  tlie  servant  of  the  Lord.  The 
record  of  his  life  of  service  is  before 
jou.  The  papers  have  told  you  more  of 
that  life  than  I  could  attempt  to  bring 
into  the  pulpit  or  compress  into  a  aer- 
nicn.  Many  of  you  have  known  him  for 
rr.any  more  years  than  I  have,  some  of 
you   since   Ills  arrival   here   In   1855. 

My   personal    relations    with    h'.m    ]ia\'e 
only   extended   over   nine   years.      I     had 


height,  of  being  as  good  as  our  loved 
Bishop.  That  Is  not  why  God  sets  down 
and  keeps  alive.  His  examples  of  grace 
in  our  midst;  to  scare  us  from  the  ef- 
fort to  rise!  Oh  no!  The  children  of 
Israel  could  not  hope  to  emulate  Moses, 
but  they  could  be  the  better  for  having 
known  him.  So  too,  you  an<l  I  can  be 
the  bettor,  the  purer,  the  holier  men 
and  women.  We  ought  to  be!  The 
grace  that  was  given  him  for  his  dayi 
and  that  worked  In  him  so  richly,  Is  of- 
fered to  US,  if  wp  will  but  seek  It,  take 
it,'  use   It. 

There  Is  a  reference  from  the  words 
of  our  text  to  the  next  chiipler,  the 
First  of  Joshua.  The  loss  of  the  hon- 
ored leader  was  no  reason  for  golnK 
back,  or  for  standing  .^111!.  Nny,  rather, 
the  memory  of  that  which  he  sought, 
and  for  which  he  had  l.\bored  should  be 
an  Incentive  to  go  forward. 

Stafgerad    by    Blow. 

Ptaggcred  by  the  blow,  they  needed 
some  little  time  to  collect  themselves. 
But  when  the  thirty  days  of  mourning 
were  past,  then  came  the  word  of  God, 
"Moses  my  servant  is  dead',  arise,  go 
over  this  .lordun."  It  Is  too  early  for 
us  yet  to  hear  this  message  as  a  church, 
but  it  will  come.  If  we  have  open  ears 
to    liear   and   willing  liearts   to   obey.

Icved  the  place  where  the  honor  of  thi; 
Lord  dwells,  and  where  His  name  is 
inihlished.  He  loved  those  sweet  hymns 
in  which  we  have  so  often  praised  God 
together,  nnd  but  a  short  time  ago  ac- 
companifd  their  singing  on  his  cello. 
He  loved  the  holy  e.xercise  of  prayer, 
whether  extempore,  or  In  the  stately 
words  of  the  Prayer  Book.  And  lie 
loved  the  word  of  God;  his  mind  was' 
richly  stored  with  It,  not  only  in  thfV 
well  known  phrases  of  our  English  Bible, 
but  in  the  close,  critical  study  of  the 
original  tongues,  which  ntade  every 
ttirn  and  shade  of  thought  familiar  to 
him. 

As  a  servant  of  the  Lord  he  was  in 
touch  with  his  Master,  In  the  personal 
communication  of  prayer,  and  In  the 
knowledge  of  His  will  as  He  has  re- 
vtaled  It  to  us.  And  like  a  good  ser- 
vant of  the  Lord  it  was  his  Joy  to  ac- 
knowledge and  to  welcome  all  those  who 
were  his  fellow-servants.  Ah  with  Moses; 
of  old,  no  unworthy  jealousy  found  any 
lodging-place  in  his  heart.  From  the 
first,  and  consistently  onwards,  he  gave 
the  most  loving  and  kindly  recognition 
to  all  who  sought  to  extend  the  King- 
dom of  Christ,  and  to  proclaim  His  un- 
searchable riches.  Others,  younger  men, 
like  Joshua,  might  be  jealous  when  "El- 
dad  and  Medad  prophesied  in  the  camp" 
but  Moses  said,  "Enviest  thou  for  my 
sakifiij  Would  God  that  all  the  Lord's 
people  were  prophets,  and  that  the  Lord 
would  put  His  spirit  upon  them."  And 
this  spirit  of  Mose."!,  this  same  spirit  of 
our  Lord  Jesus,  did  he  exhibit  mo«t 
fully,  giving  In  no  grudging  manner  the 
wrtrmt'st  and  most  hearty  Welcome  to 
all  who  came  here  as  fellow-laborers  in 
the    vlneyanla    of    the    Lord. 

PrlBclplaa  ]fe  Held. 
That  which  tlie  Reformed  t-'piscopal 
Church  sets  out,  that  "It  will  maintain 
communion  with  all  Christian  churches, 
and  will  set  forth,  so  far  as  In  it  llcl"< 
riuietness,  peace  and  love  among  aU 
Christian  peqp'le,"  these  were  the  prin- 
ciples that  he  held:  and  which  actuated 
him  ever  before  the  Reformed  Episcopal 
Church    cajne   Into   existence. 

It  was  by  the  quiet,  steadj-  exhibition 
of  these  attribtite.s  that  become  a  ser- 
vant of  the  Lord,  that  Bishop  Crldg'jJ 
endeared  himself  to  the  whole  of  the 
community  of  this  city. 

A  servant  of  the  Lord  Indeed  in  aU 
meekness,  lowliness,  gentleness,  and 
Christ  likeness.  In  all  readiness  for 
service  so  long  as  bodllj-  power  per- 
mitted; In  all  love  of  his  Master's  word 
and  work;  In  all  Joy  In  the  progress  of 
His  kingdom;  yes,  and  in  sorrow  for 
every  sign  of  falling  away,  or  of  cold- 
ness. Truly  we  have  a  right  to  plac^ 
hip  name  in  the  text  In  the  place  ol 
that  of  Moses,  "Edward  Cridge,  the  fler- 
vent   of   the   Lord,   died    there." 

It  was  a  wonderful  privilege  to  have 
known  such  a  man.  It  was  a  great 
privilege  tliat  was  given  to  the  children 
of  Israel  to  have  had  such  a  one  as 
Moses  with  them.  He  entered  Into  thp 
closest  presence  of  God,  and  he  spoke 
of  God,  and  for  God  to  them.

Are  we 
ao  following  Bishop  Cridge  as  he  fol- 
lowed Christ?  "What  manner  of  men 
ought  we  to  he  In  all  holy  conduct  and 
Let  not  any  one  of  us  staggnr  at  the 
doctrine?"'  How  ftill  of  love  for  God, 
and  for  His  service:  How  ready  for 
every  good  word  and  work:  how  eager 
to  maintain  the  testimony  of  this 
church  to  pure  evangelical  teaching: 
how  full  of  love  to  all:  how  slow  |o 
take  offence.  Oh  brethren!  It  has  been 
an  Inestimable  privilege  to  have  Ms 
presence  and  Influence:  but  I  trembia 
to  think  of  the  responelhlllty  that  cornea 
from    having   had    this  privilege.

President  of  Permanent  Dele- 
gation 'of  Frencli  Peace 
Society  Wants  Stop  in  Race 
for  War  Preparations, 


P.\RIS.  May  14 — An  appeal  against 
armaments  signea  by  i^r.  Adolf  Rich- 
ter,  president  of  the  Committee  of  the 
German  Peace  Society,  and  Professor 
Charles  Rlchter,  president  of  the  Per- 
manent Uclogatlon  of  the  French  Peace 
Societies,  is  being  distributed  through- 
out France  and  Germany.  It  Is  ad- 
dressed to  the  peoples  of  France  and 
•  rerniany  and  recalls  that  the  Ihtorna- 
tional  Pence  Bureau  at  Uerne  has  ap- 
pealed to  the  Government  and  peoples 
to  stop  the  disastrous  race  in  arma- 
ments which  Imperils   the  whole  world. 

It  points  out  that  In  1896-7,  at  the 
time  of  the  conclusion  of  the  Franco- 
Russian  alliance,  the  military  and  na- 
val budgets  of  the  five  great  powers 
now  grouped  in  two  opposing  alliances 
amounted  to  a  total  of  $750,000,000,  al- 
most equally  distributed  between  two 
groups,  and  thKs  withotit  reckoning  in- 
terest on  debts  and  other  accessory  ex- 
penditure. .  In  sixteen  years  this  burden 
has  mounted  to  M. 250, 000, 000  still 
equally  shared  between  the  two  groups. 
iNow  a  fresh  increase  of  armaments  sur- 
passing all  preceding  ones  is  being  pre- 
pared. 

These  gigantic  efforts,  continues  thr 
appeal,  fall  utterly  to  atUin  their  ob- 
ject. "This  object  is,"  wc  are  told, 
"to  fiuarantee  peace.  Every  country 
sees  security  In  the  growth  of  Its  6wn 
military  power  and  a  menace  in  the 
corresponding  growth  of  Its  neighbors' 
military  power.  But  It  is  evident  that 
these  Increases  counterbalance  one  an- 
other. As  it  has  been  in  the  past  so 
It  will  be  today  and  in  the  future.  And 
what  will  be  the  result  of  these  liuga 
efforts?  As  far  as  the  sole  object  which 
can  be  proposed  is  concerned — that  Is 
to  say.  a  modification  of  the  relation 
between  the  military  forces — nothing, 
absolutely     nothing.     Is     gained. 

"But  two  other  results  will  certainly 
be  attained.  The  first,  contrary  to  the 
hopes  unanimously  and  solemnly  ex- 
pressed by  the  powers  at  the  Hague  on 
July  29,  1R99,  will  b&  a  dlminuatlon  of 
the  moral  and  material  welfare  of  hu- 
manity. Tho  burden  of  taxation  on 
the  nations  will  become  yet  licavler; 
youth  in  its  full  productive  vigor  will 
be  yet  more  monopolized  by  military 
.service;  and  thus  the  material  means 
and  live  forces  which  are  .so  necessary 
for  the  works  of  pacific  civilization  and 
the  economic  development  (»f  the  masses 
will  he  squandered  away.  Secondly, 
discord,  distrust  and  animosity  between 
the  peoples  themselves,  as  also  between 
the  peoples  and  their  Governments,  will 
be  dangerously  aggravated."

That     tht^     chlUlron       of       the       public 
schools       might       benefit      considerably 
through    learning    the    old    English    folk 
dances    Is    the    opinion    of      Miss      Lena 
Cotsworth.    physical    culture    teacher    of 
St    Margaret's     School.       It    was       Miss 
Cotsworth    who    ln.structed    the    children 
of    the    public    schools    in    NeW       V^Test- 
minster    in    their    May    Day    dances    this 
year,    and    it    is    pleasant    to    know    that 
the    teachers    have    decided    to    continue 
the   instruction  during   the  year,   so  that 
n«-xt   May  Miss  Cotsworth    believes    that 
Instead    of    some    350      children      taking 
part   there  will   be  something   like  1.500. 
Although    it    cannot    take    the    place    of 
Bymnantics,  Miss  Cotsworth  claims   that 
the   art    of    folk    dancing    tends ''to    inakc 
the  children   far  more   gracefut  and  also 
trains    them    in   politeness   to   each  other, 
while    the   steps   are   so   easily   picked   up 
that   even    the   dullest   of  pupils  can   ac- 
complish   them.      .Herself    a    student    of 
Chelsea     Training     College.     Miss     Cots- 
worth   worked    for    some    years    .  before 
coming    out    to    Canada    with    Mr.    Cecil 
Sharpe,   tho  man*  who  made  it  his  hobby 
to  revive   the  old    English   dances.      With 
this     end    in     view     he       ransacked       the 
quaint    and    picturesque    old    villages    of 
the    home    land,    and    was    rewarded    by 
finding    about    sixty    varieties      of      the 
Morris    dance    and    about    eighty    of    the 
Country   dances.     There  is,   of  course,   a 
vast    difference    between    the    two.      The 
IMorrls    dance,    which    is   danced    still    In 
some  of   the   remoter   villages,"  is  a  very 
ceremonial    dance,     which    in       the      old 
days    was    only    danced    on    great      oc- 
casions,   and    by    men     only.       The    men 
composing    the   "Morris    Side"    as    It   was 
called,    had    to   be   men   of    the    most   ex- 
cellent   and    upright    character,    so    trtat 
his    fitness    to    take    part    in    the    dance 
was   a    pretty    good    recommendation    for 
the    man    himself.      On    the    other    hand, 
tho    country    dances    are    simply    social 
dances,    in   which    both    men   and    women 
take    part,     and     there       are       numerous 
varieties       of       this       dance       scattered 
throughout    the    length    and    breadth    of 
Kngland.      It    Is    only    a    few    years    ago 
that    the    Morris    dances    were      revived 
In    England    by    people    who    were    quick 
to    -see    hnw    regrettable    a    thing    it   was 
that    they   should   be   allowed   to  die   out.
